WASHINGTON, Nov 24 — Ex- 
traordinary nigh pressure tactics

present a “solid front’ for the tide- 
lands quitclaim legislation the 
Post-Dispatch learned today 

The unwilling attorney general 
was John IL, Sullivan of Arizona, 
who refused to be stampeded into 
joining 45 other attorneys general 
in tehalf of the bill which for- 
ever renounces federa: claims to 
billions of dollars worth of pe- 
troleum in the nation’s coastal 
areas 

The direct approach made to 
Sullivan by California tidelands 
lessees provides new proof of the 
oil companies’ interest in the quit- 
claim legislation It serves to sub- 
stantiate further Interior Secretary 
Harold L. Ickes’s charges that oil 
interests are lubricating the 
“states’ rights” crusade for enact- 
ment of the measure. 

Attorney General's Visitor. 
Here are the new developments: 
Sometime last May, a man 

walked into the office of Attorney 
General Sullivan in Phoenix, the 
state capital, and identified him- 
self as Webb Shadle, a California 
attorney. Sullivan told the Post- 
Dispatch he could not recall who 
Shadle said he represented, add- 
ing that Shadle was rather vague 
on the point. 

“He came into my office at least 
twice, and telephoned several 
times, trying to persuade me to 
sign the brief in support of the 
quitclaim legislation,” said Sulli- 
van. “He*pointed out»that all but 
two of the nation’s attorneys gen- 
eral had ‘gone along’ with it, and 
that supporters of the bill wanted 
to present a united front. 

“Shadle crowded me a lot, but 
I was very emphatic from the 
start with him. I felt that the 
interests of national security with 
respect to oil in the tidelands 
should be placed above any state 
or oil company interests and told 
him #0, ° 

“What's more, I don't like lobby- 
ing, and this fellow Shadle was 
doing a lot of lobbying He told 
me, during our conversations, that 
there might be oil beneath the! 
waters of Arizona rivers, and that 
the Federal Government wanted 
to deprive the states of such min- 
erals. But that sounded pretty 
far-fetched to me. I knew we 
didn’t have any oil to protect 
there, and that it was a thinly 
camouflaged attempt to get our 
state interested in the campaign. 

Pressure Attempts Fail. 

“After he failed to get any- 
where with me, Shadle went to 
see the governor and [J think also 
the water commiszioner, but this 
failed too. They dacked me up 
on my stand. Then as a last re- 
sort he talked to another man in 
Phoenix, and he persuaded this 
chap, whom I know, to call me up 
and say that he, Shadle, wasn’t a 
bad fellow at all, and to do what 
I could for him. That didn’t do 
any good either, and finally 
Shadle left town.”

—Mayor Praises Work 
for Community 


James L. Ford Jr., who led the 
successful fight for smoke elimi- 
nation in St. Louis, submitted his 
resignation yesterday both as a 
member and chairman of the Citi- 
zens’ Smoke Elimination Commit- 
tee, because of ill health. 


Ford resigned also as chairman 
and member of Mayor Kauf- 
mann’'s recently appointed Anti- 
Slum Commission and as a mem- 
ber of the City Plan Commission. 

He has been suffering for the 
last six weeks from a heart ail- 
ment. He announced that  be- 
cause of his devotion to the causes 
involved he resigned with the 
greatest of reluctance and “only 
after my doctors had advised me 
against any outside activities.” He 
has been in a hospital during most 
of the last six weeks and returned 
to his home at 54 Westmoreland 
place only a few days ago, 

Praised by Mayor. 

Mayor Kaufmann, who is a 
close friend of Ford, praised the 
contributions of Ford to the com- 
munity’s improvement and_ said 
that he had accepted the resigna- 
tions “with a suffusi@® sense of 
sorrow and with extreme reluc- 
tance.” 

Ford’s leadership in the smoke 
elimination campaign was one of 
the greatest accomplishments in 
modern St Louis history, the 
Mayor said. “It was fully comp- 
arable to the removal of mud from 
the city’s drinking water.” 

This accomplishment, the Mayor 
said, required determination, 
imagination, zeal, sove for the city 
and courage “Ford brought all 
these to the task and has earned 
the undying gratitude of the com- 
munity,” he added. 

The Mayor also paid tribute to 
the work Ford had begun recently 
as chairman of the Anti-Slum 
Commission. “It is the city’s great 
misfortune that Ford should suf- 
fer ill health so soon after taking 
the helm of the new commission. 
Its vast program of rehab’'itation 
is a natural corollary to the vic- 
torious anti-smoke crusade. Since 
assuming the chairmanship in 
July, Ford attacked the problem 
with his accustomed realism and 
charted a clear course for the 
commission.” 

Ford Reluctant to Quit. 

Ford said yesterdav that the 
slum clearance and rehabilitation 
program was one which “offered 
a great field of opportunity to do 
a community service” and that he 
was as reluctant to give up the 
work as he was in giving up mem- 
bership in the Smoke Elimination 
Committee. 

“T am sincerely devoted to both 
causes,” he said. ‘‘There is much 
smoke elimination work to be done 
yet on the East Side. Not much 
could be done during the war, but 
the way is now open to complete 
the community smoke-elimination 
campaign.” 

He praised the newspapers, ra 
dio stations and civic organiza- 
tions which co-operated in making

ONE GENT A QUART 


RISE ON RESUMING 
DAILY DELIVERIES 


|Companies Appeal to 


OPA After Agreeing to 
Let Drivers Drop Every- 
Other-Day Wartime 
Schedule. 


St. Louis dairies yesterday peti- 
tioned the Office of Price admin- 
istration in Washington for per- 
mission to raise the price of milk 
one cent a quart after agreeing to 
a demand of deliverymen that 
daily deliveries be resumed tomor- 
row, 

The change from an every-other- 
day to a daily schedule of milk de- 
liveries was demanded by Local 
603 of the AFL Milk. Wagon Driv- 
ers and Inside Dairy Employes’ 


Union after the Office of Defense 
Transportation’ announced relax- 
ation of its rules restricting com- 
mercial travel. Daily deliveries 
were discontinued June 1, 1942, at 
ODT’s request to conserve tires 
and gasoline. 

Both Karl P. Spencer, counsel 
for the dairies and Arthur F. 
Kerckhoff, vice president of the 
Pevely Dairy Co., said local milk 
distributors would comply with 
the xequest of the union to dis- 
tribute cards to all drivers in- 
structing them to deliver milk 
every day. 

Although the contract between 
thed rivers and the companies 
provides for deliveries on alter- 
nate days until July 1 next year, 
Patrick J. Burke, union business 
agent said representatives of all 
of the dairies, when the change- 
over was made three years ago, 
had signed agreements that daily 
deliveries should be put into ef- 
fect @ days after the war was 
Over, | 

Telegram to OPA. 

In a telegram to the OPA the 
dairies said the arrangement to 
deliver milk on alternate days had 
been incorporated in a contract 
signed by the union and the com- 
pany July 1, 1942, i. 

path ash  Gélivery ‘schedules 
were’ includead in handler-union 
written contracts effective July 1, 
1944, and approved by the Region- 
al War Labor Board,” the tele- 


gram said. “These contracts are 
stid in effect and do not expire 
until June 30, 1946. Such delivery 
schedules have avoided and would 
continue to avoid additional in- 
crease to consumer prices. Han- 
diers’ additional cost resulting from 
union’s action in changing deliv- 
ery service will approximate one 
cent per quart, Please accept this 
as handlers’ notice and petition 
for corresponding increase in con- 
sumer prices of milk.” 

At present regular milk sells for 
15% cents a quart and 58 cents a 
gallon at retail while homogen- 
ized milk sells for a cent more a 
quart and two cents more a gal- 
lon. Spencer said no increase in 
the price could be made unless it 
is authorized by the OPA, Any in- 
crease permitted could not be 
retroactive, he pointed out, since 
much of the retail milk sold is 
paid for on delivery rather than 
by monthly account. 

“We believe the people in St. 
Louis want everyday delivery,” 
Burke told 4 reporter, “and we 
also want to make sure our re- 
turning veterans will be taken 
care of.” 

Dairies’ Offer. 

He conceded the dairies had of- 
fered to take back all ex-service- 
men formerly employed on deliv- 
ery routes and had promised not 
to discharge any employe now 
working as a wholesale or retail 
driver, but said he@did not believe 
that policy would continue for any 
length of time, 

“Eventually,” Burke said, “the 
companies would weed out the 
men on one excuse or another.” 

Spencer estimated the return to 
the daily delivery schedule would 
increase the overhead of the 
dairies for labor and equipment 
by 20 pe: cent annually. He said 
e believed an additional 250 driv- 
ers would have to be added to the 
1250 now employed. Salaries alone, 


he said, would amount to $550,000.

AEEPING FLEET IN 
HAWAIL AGTED 


WELLES THOUGHT SAPS ORDERED TO 
WAR PROFITS, 
LEVYONMIKADO'S FORTUNE — 


AS BRAKE ON JAP 


Says That as Early as 
Mid-September of 1941 
He Regarded War 
With Tokyo as ‘Prob- 
ably Inevitable.’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP) 
—Sumner Welles, former under 
secretary of state, expressed con- 
viction today that keeping the 
American fleet in Hawaii during 
1940-41 acted as a brake on Japa- 
nese aggression. 

“If the fleet had been with- 
drawn from. Hawaii the Japanese 
war lords would unquestionably 
have interpreted it as acquiescence 


in their policy of aggression,” he 
testified to the congressional 
committee investigating the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor on Dec. 7, 
1941, 

In clipped tones, the tall, bald 
former diplomat also gave un- 
qualified indorsement to the 
statement presented to the com- 
mittee by former Secretary of 
State Hull. 

“I agree completely,” he said. 

Hull’s Statement, 

In that statement, Hull had said 
that he and President Roosevelt 
did everything they could, short 
of surrendering principles, to 
avert or delay a conflict with 
Japan. 

In the unfolding of the diplo- 
matic story of the events preced- 
ing the attack, the committee also 
learned that Prime Minister 
Churchill of Britain twice took 
the initiative in suggesting moves 
by this country. 

The first was at the Atlantic 
charter meeting, held in August 
1941 aboard the United States 
cruiser Augusta off the New- 
foundland coast. 

There, Churchill proposed that 
the United States and Britain 
each issue a warning to Japan 
against further aggression. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt agreed and per- 
sonally gave the warning to the 
Japanese ambassador on Aug. 17. 

Roosevelt elected, however, to 
use somewhat milder language 
than Churchill had originally pro- 
posed. 
Another Suggestion. 

Again, on Nov. 30, 1941, Church- 
ill suggested in a message that 
the President tell the Japanese 
“that ‘any further Japanese ag- 
gression would compel you to 
place the gravest issues before 
Congress’ or words to that effect. 

No action in line with that sug- 
gestion was taken, #0 far as the 
record shows. Welles said he knew 
of no communication sent the 
Japanese between Nov. 30 and 
Dec. 7, 1941, except the President's 
message of Dec. 6 to Emperor 
Hirohito urging that peace be 
maintained. 

The British also raised questions 
about the effect on China of a 
proposed temporary arrangement 
with Japan which never went into 
effect. 

Welles was on the _— stand 
throughout the day with a stand- 
ing-room-only crowd listening to 
his testimony in the Senate caucus 
room. 

The chairman, Senator Barkley 
1(Dem.), Kentucky, raised the 
question of whether the fleet's 
presence in Hawaii had influenced 
Japan. He recalled that Adm. J. O. 
Richardson, then commander of 
the fleet, had testified that he 
protested to President Roosevelt

NAZIS NOT LIKELY TO GET 
TITLED BRITONS TO TESTIFY 


Legal Restrictions Virtually Debar Sum- 
moning, of Foreigners to 
Nuernberg.

NUERNBERG, Nov, 24 (AP)— 
Defense attorneys said today 
they would call titled members 


of the “Cliveden set” and other 
prominent Britons as witnesses 
in the war crimes trial, but it 
appeared they would be blocked 
by legal restrictions. 

The lawyers for the accused 
Nazi leaders disclosed their plans 
at a press conference. It was 
learned authoritatively later that 
restrictions on bringing in for- 
eigners as defense witnesses be- 
fore the international military 
tribunal are so multifold that 
“big names” are almost excluded 
at the outset. « 

The defendants who planned to 
call British witnesses were for- 
mer Foreign Minister Joachim 
von Ribbentrop, Field Marshal 
Wilhelm Keitel and Rudolf Hess, 
former deputy of Adolf Hitler. 

Lady Astor Wanted 

Von Ribbentrop’s attorney said 
the one-time German ambassador 
to London would call Lady As- 
tor and others who used to meet 
in the 1930s at the Cliveden es- 
tate of Lord and Lady Astor, 


including Lords Beaverbrook, 
Londonderry and Derby. 

Keitel’s attorney announced that 
his client would call Giles Rom- 
mily, a nephew of Winston 
Churchill who was captured by 
the Germans at Narvik, Norway, 
in 1940, and Capt. Michael] Alex- 
ander, a cousin of Field Marshal 
Sir Harold Alexander, also a for- 
mer prisoner of war. 

Hess’s attorney indicated he 
would call the Duke of Hamilton, 
near whose estate the former No. 
3 Nazi landed when he parachuted 
upon Scotland in 1941, and the

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24—The 
sale of surplus consumer goods, 
automobile parts, vacuum clean- 
ers, fountain pens and thousands 
of other types of items scarce in 
the civilian economy, is bogging 
down, and the problem has Sur- 
plus Property Administrator W. 
Stuart Symington biting his fin- 
gernails. 

Last month the Office of Sur- 
plus Property, then in the Com- 
merce Department, now in the 
Reconstruction Finance Corp., sold 
less than 25 per cent, dollar 
value, of the items declared sur- 
plus that month. To it came goods 
on which the Government had 
spent $216,000,000. It sold items 
which had an acquisition cost of 
$44,000,000 for $14,500,000, -and 
ended the month with an inven- 
tory, figured at acquisition cost, 
of $408,000,000. All this relates 
solely to consumer goods. 

Symington, former St. Louis 
manufacturer, recognizes that the 
problem gets worse every day a 
surplus item remains in_ stock. 
“The old story that time is money 
Was never more true than it is 
in the situation,” he told the Post- 
Dispatch. “Whatever you're going 
to get for what we have to sell, 
you'll get less tomorrow than 
you will today.” 

Field Staff Is Problem. 

The No. 1 problem, Symington 
feels, is good administration in 
the field, where the buyer and the 
seller come together. The seller is 
now th RFC and Symington hopes 
that vast financial corporation, 
hitherto regarded as more of a 
bank than a merchant, will give 
the problem of merchandising sur- 
plus property a high place in the 
program of its operation. RFC has 
more than 50 disposal outlets and 
plans more. In the Commerce de- 
partment there were only 11 out- 
lets. 

Coupled with the problem of 
good administration in the field 
is that of developing a live-wire 
sales organization. Symington’s 
Surplus Property Administration, 
with a staff of only about 400, is 
restricted to policy making. 
Other arms of the Government, 
now primarily the RFC, have the 
job of doing the actual selling. He 
can make the policies, but if the 
selling agencies do not carry 
them out vigorously there isn’t a 
thing he can do about it. 

This is a situation which some- 
what nettles the surplus property 
administrator®who, when he was 
president of Emerson Electric 
Mfg. Co. could get a new sales 
manager if the old one didn't 
move the goods assigned to him. 
Now all he can do is hope. 

For his own part, he keeps 
framed in his office a recent let- 
ter from Bernard M. Baruch, the 
patriarchal adviser of Presidents 
and high Washington administra- 
tors, which ends with the advice: 
“When in doubt, sell.” That echoes 
Symington’s own sentiments. He 
derives some solace from another 
phrase in Baruch’'s letter counsel- 
ing forthright action, and warn- 
ing with deliberate ungram- 
matical bluntness: “whatever you 
do it ain’t going to be no good, 
and if you did the opposite, it 
also ain’t going to be no good.” 

No Inventory Control. 

Not the least of Symington’s 
worries is that he has no control 
over the inventory of his vast 
merchandising operation. Every- 
thing may be under control one 
day, and the next day the Army 
or some other government agency 
may unload a vast store of un- 
expected goods. 

In this connection, the Mead 
committee investigating the war 
effort is planning hearings to 
bring to light what the Army, 
principal source of surplus prop- 
erty, has been doing to ease the 
situation. It has learned, for in- 
stance, that the Army has a re- 
serve supply of 53,000,000 blankets, 
which are in short civilian sup- 
ply. That would be more than 
five blankets for every soldier we 
had in the Army at the peak, but 
these 53,000,000 are only the re- 
serve supply. They were acquired 
on the theory that a blanket in 
storage could be kept for 20 years 
and that over a period of 20 years 
the Army might need 20,000,000 
blankets. 

The surplus property disposal 
agencies—these, remember, are 
outside Symington’s bailiwick — 
have been bitter about the Army's 
handling of its surpluses. To be-

Some Goods in Bad Condition. 


Then there is the difficulty of 
ascertaining just how available for 
the market are the goodssdeclared 
surplus by the Army. It declared 
surplus, for instance, a _ vast 
amount of chicken wire, listing 
it as new. It was new, but it had 
been stored outside and had rust- 
ed, so that it was unsalable. Part 
of it, intended for camouflage pur- 
poses, was festooned with burlap 
and chicken feathers, 


William §S. Bradley, who threw 
up his hands a few weeks ago 
and resigned as director of the 
Office of Surplus Property, then 
in the Commerce Department, tells 
an interesting story about Army 
surplus pajamas. It developed 
there were 400,000 coats and only 
200,000 pants. The coats were in 
several different warehouses and 
the pants in several other ware- 
houses. When they were reunit- 
ed, it was discovered that the 
coats were blue, the pants were 
green. 


“Apart from that,” says Brad- 
ley, “the pajamas were all right.” 
Here are some of the things in 
addition to those mentioned, which 
have been declared surplus, but 
are hard to buy: Tires and tubes, 
dry and storage batteries, flash 
lights, razor blades, paper, tools, 
plumbing fixtures, paint brushes, 
padlocks and heating stoves. 


One of the difficulties is that 
there is no central inventory, and 
apparently cannot be because of 
the rapidity with which the situa- 
tion changes. All the padlocks 
may be in a warehouse in San 
Francisco and all the bathtubs in 
Philadelphia.” It’s up to the dis- 
posal agency in each area to do 
the best it can with what it gets. 


Changes Recommended. 


Despite the complexities of the 
system most of them imposed by 
law, Symington feels that with 
courageous legal construction of 
the law—and he thinks he is get- 
ting that from his counsel—and 
with vigorous administration, the 
law can be made to work, except 
in its provisions for giving vet- 
erans purchasing preference. He 
has some recommendations for 
changes in those sections of the 
luw which he has recommended to 
a subcommittee headed by Sen- 
ator Joseph C. O'Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming. 

It would help, he thinks, if all 
the surplus property § agenciés, 
dealing with policy and disposal, 
were “in the same place.” He 
isn’t sure but thinks that 
could be worked out within the 
present law. Even then there 
would remain the problem of ex- 
ercising some control over the 
supplies declared surplus, or which 
should be declared surplus.

AUSTRIAN ELECTIONS TODAY 
WILL BE FIRST IN 15 YEARS 


VIENNA, Nov. 24 
Austrian voters will vote tomor- 
row in their first elections in 15 
years and decide control of 165 
seats in the national assembly 
and 408 seats in provisional as- 
semblies. 

Under a _ proportional election 
plan, the three parties—Socialist, 
Volkspartei and Communist—will 
receive representation in the as- 
semblies in direct ratio to the per- 
centage of the vote polled. 

All persons over 21 except for- 
mer Nazis are eligible to vote. 
Decisive results probably will not 
be known for at least 24 hours 
after the polls close. 

The principal contest apparent- 
ly is between the Socialist party, 
led by Chancellor Karl Renner, 
and the Volkspartei Rightists, 
made up of one-time members of 
the strongly Catholic Christian 
Democratic party, the Dollfuss- 
Schuschnigg regime and other 
conservative elements opposed to 
state socialization. Communists 
are not expected to poll more than 
17 per cent of the total, and some 
estimates place their vote at only 
5 per cent.

Nazis Display Sharpening Interest .in De- 
fense Moves — Withstanding Rigors of 
Court Better Than Was Expected.

NUERNBERG, Nov. 24—-The 20 
survivors of Hitler’s gang, facing 
possible ‘death as major Nazi war 
criminals, have suddenly taken a 
new lease on life—if only a tem- 
porary one. | 

“They are standing up to the 
rigors of the trial so far much bet- 
ter than we expected,” one Ameri- 
can army psychiatrist, who ex- 
amines the prisoners daily, said. 

The faces and behavior of the 
defendants in the courtroom yes- 
terday, from Hermann Goering on 
down, clearly reflect their stimu- 
lated interest in the proceedings. 
This change seems to be due 
largely to two things: 

1. The trial provided a preak in 
their boring prison routine, it 
added something new to their drab 
lives—new faces, new surround- 
ings, new circumstances. 

2. As the prosecution's ponder- 
ous case is unfolded, and along 


men are becoming keener on the 
perfection of their defense, They 
are seeing, to their surprise, per- 
haps, that the international mili- 
tary tribunal is actually giving an 
ear to the objections of their coun- 
sel—a novelty which Nazi juris- 
prudence rarely bothered with. 
Reactions of Hess. 

The reactions of Rudolf Mess, 
once one of the most brilliant Nazi 
minds, have been fascinating. The 
day the trial opened, he sat be- 
tween Goering and Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, doing nothing except 
occasionally turning his grotesque, 
sunken face to gaze vacantly 
around the room. 

But Thursday when the prosecu- 
tion introduced a complicated 
chart of the German government 
structure, he rose from the wood 
en bench and leaned far over the 
barrier of the prisoners’ dock, to 
look at the copy his counsel had, 
with the avid interest a child 
would have over a new toy. 

More than once he spoke to 
both Goering and Von Ribbentrop, 
supposedly suffering from “self- 
induced” amnesia, he has repeat- 
edly told interrogators he does 
not know who these two former 
companions are. But Goering said

Careful study by the Public 
Service Co. of a city proposal for 
radical revision of bus and street- 
car rgutes, with the chief objec- 
tive of reducing aowntown conges- 
tion, will be required before the 


company can express a stand on 
the plan, John L. Wilson, *com- 
pany president, told the Post-Dis- 
patch yesterday. 

The plan, disclosed in yesterday’s 
Post-Dispatch after submission 
Friday to a group of public and 
eivic agencies for study by Mayor 
A. P. Kaufmann, was a surprise 
to the company, whose officials 
said they had not been consulted 
about changes from earlier ideas 
which had been under considera- 
tion. 

Important Changes Listed. 

Principal features of the plan, 
_ prepared by the Streets and Traf- 
fic Committee of the City Plan 
Commission, follow: 

Removal of all streetcar serv- 
ice from Washington avenue and 
reduction of the volume of bus 
travel downtown on that main 
artery, now badly crowded. 

Shifting of the Park. streetcar 
line from Washington to Pine 
street, east of Eighteenth, and 
of the Southampton car line 
from Washington to Locust 
street, east of Twelfth. Washing- 
ton’s third car line, the Page, is 
one of eight lines which the com- 
pany would abandon in favor 
of bus service under a pending 
application. 

Transfer of Walnut Park and 
Natural Bridge bus lines from 
Washington to Delmar  boule- 
vard, east of Twelfth. 

Elimination of all mass transit 
service from Seventh and Eighth 
streets in the downtown shop- 
ping district. 

Abandonment of the cross- 
- downtown service of the Linden- 
wood and Gravois lines, which 
would be kept on Market street 
instead of running north.to Del- 
mar. 

. Extension of proposed new 
Union bus line from West Floris- 
sant avenue to Broadway over 
Calvary avenue. 

Extension of Bates bus line 
across Tower Grove Park--a 
long-sought improvement—from 
Morganford and Arsenal’ to 
Tower Grove and Shenandoah. 

Abandonment of four outlying 
bus routes—Holly Hills, Etzel, 
Thirty-ninth and Marcus. This 
proposal probably will bring 
complaints; in one _ instance, 
changes in the Bates line route 
would partly offset loss of the 
Holly Hills. 

P.S. Co. for Cars on Washington. 


The Public Service Co., while 
agreeing with the general idea of 
reducing the Washington avenue 
congestion, which makes all traf- 
‘fic creep along east of Twelfth 
in the evening rush period, has 
been of the opinion that street car 
service should remain there. In 
fact, it hag favored shifting the 
Hodiamont line from Locust to 
Washington in this district. The 
company’s theory has been that 
Locust, much the narrower of the 
two thoroughfares, should be 
served only by busses and that 
traffic could not effectively util- 
ize all of Washington on removal 
of streetcars there. 

Othe. points made by company 
officials, discussing informally 
some of the features of the city 
preposal, were that merchants 
probably would object to the elim- 
ination of all mass transit facili- 
ties from Seventh and Eighth, 
and that the shift suggested for 
the Park car line would leave no 
direct connection between the 
downtown area and Union Station, 
north of Pine. 


Mayor Seeks Reaction. 

However, the Mayor’s purpose, 
as announced at a meeting of the 
interested agencies called by him 
at City Hall Friday, at which 
Chairman E. J. Russell of the 
plan commission presided, is to 
have all these groups analyze the 
proposal and report their views 
to the commission by Jan. 20. The 
plan was recommended to the 
commission by its Streets and 
Traffic Committee, but has not 
been adopted by the commission. 
It is likely that numerous changes 
may be suggested. 

Among agencies to consider 
the report will be the company, 
which must decide on it from the 
standpoint of operating problems, 
and the Police Department, which 
must handle the growing tangle 
of downtown traffic. 

It was pointed out to Friday's 
conference by Harland Bartholo- 
mew, engineer of the plan com- 
mission, that in the half-hour 
peak, 4:50 to 5:20 p.m., 41 street 
cars and 152 busses have been 
using Washington, east of 
Twelfth. The committee, in an 
initial plan, not made public at 
the time, on which the Public 
Service Co, was consulted, sug- 
gested a change which would re- 
tain only 33 street cars and 52 
busses in this period. The new 
plan, eliminating all trolleys, 
would retain 115 busses. Bartholo- 
mew declared this would give a 
better balance to the service. 

Traffic Hazards Described. 

The Washington avenue evening 
jam was so bad, the committee 
had said in the original version 
of its report, that proper transit 
gzervice was impossible, it was haz- 
ardous for passengers to board 
trolleys, and access to Eads 
Bridge’ was blocked. It was added 
that rush-period bus traffic in 
Sixth and Seventh, between Mar- 
ket and Delmar, was a hazard to 
ether vehicles.

elsewhere in the city the routing 
changes would give better distri- 
bution of service and end dupli- 


cations. 


With minor revisions, the new 
report embodied the plan _  an- 
nounced by the company:+Oct. 9 
for abandoning eight car lines and 
substituting bus service. State and 
city regulatory agencies have not 
yet acted on this application. 
Among the modifications in this 
plan, proposed by the city report, 
would be for the proposed Belle- 
fontaine and Carondelet bus lines, 
which would replace the Bellefon- 
taine car line, to use Sixth street, 
southbound, and Ninth street, 
northbound, thereby contributing 
to the freeing of Seventh and 
Eighth. 

Other Bus Line Changes. 
Other such modifications in- 
cluded: Looping the proposed 
Union bus line at DeBaliviere and 
Pershing instead of over Belt- 
Waterman-Union; extending the 
proposed Bellefontaine bus line 
northwest from the Robin avenue 
loop to Jennings; shifting of the 
proposed Lee bus line from Locust 
to Washington, east of Twentieth. 
Another notable change would 
be to shift the Lindell bus line 
from Lécust to Washington, be- 
tween Fourteenth and Leonard 
(3300 west). As a result, narrow 
Locust, which carries heavy rush- 
hour automobile traffic, would be 
freed of mass transportation serv- 
ice west of Twelfth. 

Tower Grove busses, which now 
run north in Seventh, downtown, 
would be moved to Ninth; they 
would continue to run south in 
Sixth, 

The Gravois and Cherokee bus 
lines would be interchanged for 
the outer portions of their routes, 
beyond Grand boulevard and Gra- 
vois avenue. The Cherokee would 
run south in Grand and the Gra- 
vois southwest in Gravois. In the 
case of the Cherokee, Nebraska 
avenue instead of California ave- 
nue would be followed, between 
Lafayette and Cherokee street. 


New downtown loops in connec- 
tion with the reshuffling of major 
lines there would be: Park cars, 
Pine-Fourth-Chestnut - Broadway; 
Southampton cars, Locust-Fourth- 
St. Charles - Broadway; Walnut 
Park and Natural Bridge busses, 
Delmar-Third-Lucas-Fourth. 
Other bus line changes proposed 
in the report include the follow- 
ing:

ILLINOIS TELEPHONE STRIKE 
ENDS; $4 A WEEK PAY RISE 


‘Service to Chicago Restored After 6-Day 


Walkout by 8700 That Had Threat- 
ened to Spread to St. Louis. 


The Illinois telephone strike, 
which cut off telephone commu- 
nication between St. Louis and 
Chicago for the last week, and 


which affected service in the Al- 
ton area, ended at 6:10 o’clock 
last evening. 


It had lasted six days, involved 
8700 workers of the Illinois Bell 
Telephone Co., and had threat- 
ened to spread into a nationwide 
walkout of 250,000 employes, in- 
cluding those of the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co, in the St. 
Louis area. 

Officers of Southwestern Bell 
reported last night that normal 
service to Chicago and all other 
points affected by the strike had 
been resumed here, and that Al- 
ton, Wood River and Collinsville 
and Edwardsville had a full res- 
toration of regular traffic. 

Since the [Illinois strike began, 
only a few emergency calls to 
Chicago and other affected points 
were handled from the St. Louis 
office. In Alton and other af- 
fected places in Madison county, 
Ill, only local dial service con- 
tinued. East St. Louis, Belleville 
and other St. Clair county points 
served by Southwestern Bell, and 
the industrial Tri-Cities in Mad- 
ison county, also in the South- 
western system, had no stoppage 
of local service. 

Announcement of the settlement 
was made in Chicago by United 
States Conciliator W. G. Murray, 
after a meeting with officers of 
Illinois Bell and representatives of 
the independent Illinois Telephone 
Traffic Union. 

Murray said the union and the 
company agreed to accept a War 
Labor Board Telephone Commis- 
sion recommendation of a $4 
weekly wage increase, retroactive 
to last May 9. The union had 
sought a $6 increase, leading to a 
$38 top in five years, instead of 
the existing $32 weekly maximum, 
reached after nine years. 

In addition, he said, the com- 
pany agreed to open negotiations 


“as soon as the union desires” for 
new wage scales, and to grant an 
additional non-retroactive wage 
boost of $2 weekly, effective “not 
later than Feb. 1, 1946.” 

No Punitive Action. 
The conciliator’s report stated 
the union agreed to end the strike 
immediately, dismiss picket lines, 
direct workers to return and pre- 
vent “disciplinary action against 
any union member who may have 
crossed picket lines.” 
He said the company agreed to 
“take no punitive or prejudicial 
action against any employe who 
refused to work during the walk- 
out.” 
In Chicago women dressed in 
slacks and heavy clothing left 
the picket lines outside the com- 
pany buildings and reported for 
work as soon as they were official- 
ly informed of the settlement. In 
some other communities, where 
some operators lived at a dis- 
tance from the exchanges, resump- 
tion of service was delayed. 
Other Areas Affected. 


Besides Chicago and most IIli- 
nois points, the strike affected 
also the industrial suburbs of 
Chicago in Lake and Porter coun- 
ties, Ind, : 

Joseph A. Beirne, president of 
the National Federation of Tele- 
phone Workers, said last night 
that the settlement “unquestion- 
ably averted a nationwide walk- 
out of telephone workers.” He 
said Friday that he would “alert” 
his union constituency through- 
out the country for such a walk- 
out, which would disrupt tele- 
phone service throughout the na- 
tion. 

A. H. Mellinger, president of 
Illinois Bell, issued a statement 
thanking the company’s customers 
for being “patient and _  co- 
operative in the face of limited 
service,” and thanking also “the 
telephone workers, spread pretty 
thin over Illinois and northern 
Indiana towns, whose resourceful- 
ness and loyalty to the 
kept emergency calls moving.” 


STRIKE ON 10 TRUCK 
LINES FERE SETTLED 


400 of 500 Drivers Returning 
to Work—8-State Area 
Affected. 


Settlement of strikes against 10 
long-distance truck lines with 
headquarters in St. Louis was an- 
nounced by truck line officers last 
night. They said that about 400 


of 500 drivers on strike at 25 com- 


panies here were returning to 
work. 


The stoppage here was part of 
a strike in an eight-state area in- 
volving 125 over-the-road truck 
lines, 75 of them operating through 
St. Louis. 


Edward Hicks, district superin- 
tendent of the Yellow Transit Co., 
with 130 drivers in seven states, 
said his line was one of the group 
here which had made individual 
settlements with AFL Teamsters, 
Chaufeurs, Drivers and Helpers’ 
Union, Local 600. 

Under the agreement with the 
union, Hicks said, drivers of sin- 
gle-axle trailers will receive an 
increase in pay from 3.7 to 4 
cents a mile, and drivers of 
heavier tandem-axle vehicles from 
3.7 to 4.25 cents. They also will 
receive a 5-ceni hourly increase 
for waiting and “breakdown” 
time. Hicks said the companies 
which had signed with the union

WASHINGTON, Nov, 24 (AP)— 
Tire-hungry motorists take note— 
the world now faces a huge rubber 


surplus in the next two or three 
years. 


This is the conclusion of an in- 
ternational rubber study group of 
American, British, French and 
Dutch experts. They have just 
concluded a meeting in London 
and their report was made public 
simultaneously here and there. 

It contains no recommendations 
for production controls among the 
nations which produce natural and 
synthetic rubber, so that the way 
apparently is left open for intense 
competition on a cost basis be- 
tween the manufacturers of syn- 
thetic rubber in this country ond 
the producers of natural rubber in 
the Malaya-Dutch Indies area. 

Some experts believe and the 
rubber study group implies that 
this may lead to the development 
of a great variety of new yses for 


rubber and new production of gab- 
ber articles in the near future, 

The international experts 
summed up the world rubber git- 
uation this way: 

United States capacity to pro- 
duce synthetic rubber stands at 
1,055,000 tons a year out of a 
total maximum world capacity 
of 1,400,000 tons, 

Natural rubber output in the 
Far East in 1946 may reach 600,- 
000 tons and the eventual nat- 
ural rubber production if needed 
may rise to a total of 1,500,000 
tons, 

Thus the world faces a total 
potential rubber production of 
2,700,000 to 2,800,000 tons a year 
though actual production will be 
much more in line with require- 
ments. 

By contrast the maximum rub- 
ber requirements of the next few 
years for the whole world are es- 
timated at possibly 1,500,000 tons 
annually. :

AFL Union Demands In- 
greases Ranging From 
14 to 23 Pct. for 8000 
Workers in This Area. 


Negotiations are expected to be- 
gin this week between the AFL 
Meat Cutters and Butcher Work- 
men’s Union and St. Louis area 
meat industry representatives on 
the uni6n’s demand for wage in- 
creases ranging from 14 to 23 per 
cent for 8000 production employes 
of 40 St. Louis and East Side meat 


slaughtering and processing 
plants, 


Henry Freise, union president, 
said packing plants, sausage man- 
ufacturing plants and meat proc- 
essing plants here have been noti- 
fied of the union’s demand for a 
90-cent hourly minimum wage and 
a guaranteed 40-hour work week. 

Similar wage increase demands 
are being made on all companies 
throughout the country under con- 
tract with the union, including the 
“pig four’—Armour, Swift, Cud- 
ahy and Wilson—and about 500 
independent firms, Freise said. 

In line with the national policy, 
local production employes are 
seeking a 13-cent hourly increase 
for men and a 21-cent hourly in- 
crease for women, wiping out the 
pay differential between men and 
women employes, Freise said. 

Present contracts call for mini< 
mum hourly wages of 77 cents for 
men and 69 cents for women, with 
a guaranteed 36-hour work week, 
he said. 

Except for a wage increase 
ranging from four and one-half 


i 


cents to eight cents an hour, 
granted by local packers two 
months ago in lieu of the “fringe” 
increases awarded to employes of 
the “big four,” meat production 
workers in the St. Louis area have 
had no pay rise since 1941, Freise 
said. 

“We are trying to meet the 
needs of our workers on the basis 
of present economic conditions,” 
he said. “Our request for a mini- 
mum weekly wage of $86 for 40 
hours’ work is consistent with 
estimates of government agenci¥s 
that a family needs $1800 a year 
to live on a maintenance level. If 
our members work 50 weeks a 
year, they will earn only that 
amount.” 

Freise said he had been given 
full authority by the general mem- 
bership to proceed with negotia- 
tions. He said the union had not 
taken a strike vote to back up its 
demand, but that “if we are met 
by a blank refusal to negotiate, 
there will be nothing left to do 
but call for a strike vote.”

Nimitz Gives Up Command of Fleet 
Aboard Submarine at. Pearl Harbor 


New Chief of Naval 


Pacific Post to Adm. Spruance Aboard 
the Menhaden. 


Operations Transfers 


By DON WHITEHEAD 

PEARL HARBOR, Nov. 24 (AP) 
—Aboard the submarine Menhaden 
in these waters where the Japa- 
nese struck four years ago, Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz transferred 
command of the Pacific fleet to- 
day to Adm. Raymond 4A. 
Spruance. 


Nimitz, who took over the bat- 
tered fleet not quite four years 
ago and saw it grow under his 
control into the world’s most pow- 
erful sea force, will become chief 
of naval operations. 

A veteran  submarineman, 
Nimitz chose to make the transfer 
of command aboard g@ submarine 
in the waters which on Dec. 7, 
1941, were churned by enemy 
bombs and littered with the wreck- 
age of American warships. 

It was a quietly dramatic 10- 
minute ceremony. Nimitz read his 
orders, spoke briefly in high 
praise of the men who had fought 
under him, and handed over the 
fleet to Spruance, who began the 
War as commander of cruiser di- 
vision five and rose to command 
of all Allied naval forces in Japa- 
nese waters. 

Witnesses were high Army and 
Navy officers, the crew of the 
Menhaden, and curious sailors 
ashore who lined the roof-tops and 
hung from windows of nearby 
buildings. 

“Today,” said Nimitz, “I take 
leave of the Pacific fleet and turn 
over my command to Admiral 
Spruance, who has _ contributed 
so much to make this fleet the 
greatest fighting force in the his- 
tory of naval warfare. 

“In hauling down my flag as 
commander in chief of the Pacific 


at Pearl Harbor and that it is 
Spruance who is relieving me. 
“It wag in the submarine Gray- 
ling that my flag was hoisted 
when I took command of the 
fleet nearly four years ago; it was 
from Pearl Harbar that this fleet 
fought its way across the Pacific 
to victory; it was under the able

EARS OF GERMAN 


Another Explains Box- 
cars Full of Corpses 
Which U.S. Troops 
Found at Camp. 


By DON DOANE 

DACHAU, Nov, 24 (AP)—A 
witness at the Dachau trials to- 
day violently pulled the ears of 
Vinzens Schoettl, whom the wit- 
ness identified as a concentration 
camp official who shot his com- 
rade for getting out of formation 
to obtain a drink of water. 

Schoettl cringed under the at- 
tack. The court reprimanded the 
witness and ordered the prosecu- 
tion to cease having witnesses 
enter the prisoners’ dock to &Sin- 
gle out defendants they accused 
of cruelties. 

With Schoettl’s identification 
only four out of the 40 defend- 
ants charged with war crimes re- 
main without a personal accusa- 
tion against them from the wit- 
ness stand. 

Most of the defendants looked 
weary and worried in sharp con- 
trast to their arrogance at the 
opeging of the trial eight days 
ago. A few were even shamefaced 
as witnesses continued to relate 
the tortures at the Dachau camp. 

One witness said today that 
hundreds of Jewish children 
were taken from their parents in 
Dachau and sent to the Osweicim 
camp for extermination on the 
orders. of Johann Kirsch, one of 
the 40 defendants, 

An explanation of the corpse- 
filled boxcars American troops 
found at Dachau when the camp 
was liberated was given by Alli 
Kuci, who said 2400 Jews were 
locked in a train on April 21, 
1945, and left without food and 
water until=the troops arrived 
on April 29. 

“IT. only know of 560 who sgur- 
vived,” Kuci said, 

Riva Levy, first woman wit- 
ness at the trials, testified that 
the women and aged prisoners 


were beaten as mercilessly as the 


young men. She charged Kirsch 
with mistreating one group of 80 
elderly persons so severly that 
75 died.

on Oct. 8, 1940, against keeping it 
there. 

Adm, Richardson said he ar- 
gued the ships could be better 
prepared for war at West Coast 
bases but the President replied 
that he believed the presence of 
the fleet at Pearl Harbor would 
have a “restraining influence” on 
Japan. 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan told Welles at one point that 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
had been quoted as saying in a 
speech at Boston on Nov. 24, 1941, 
that the Navy had “drawn a line 
in the Pacific” and that if the 
Japanese crossed it there would 
be shooting. 

“Was that true?” he asked. 

“T know of no such arrange- 
ment,” Welles replied. 

Pepper is,now in Europe and 
could not be reached for comment. 

Welles testified that as early 
as mid-September of 1941 he re- 
garded war with Japan as ‘prob- 
ably inevitable.” 

He told the investigators that 
in his opinion only “complete ac- 
quiescence” to Japan’s policy of 
aggression could have forestalled 
hostilities. In fact, the Japanese 
proposals of Nov... 20, 1941 
amounted to an “ultimatum,” he 
said. 

Under questioning by Senator 
Ferguson, Welles said he did not 
know, however, what information 
and views were relayed by the 
State Department to the War and 
Navy Departments. Secretary of 
State Hull handled that, he said. 
Welles expressed belief that mil- 
itary and diplomatic phases of 
the Pacific situation were being 


informed that Japan was moving 
southward and hence American 
officials should have recognized 
that war was at hand. 

Welles asserted, however, that 
the August warning had told the 
Japanese only that the .United 
States would “take such steps as 
we might regard as necessary for 
our safety.” 

Proposed Parallel Stands. 

The committee was given a first 
draft, prepared by the British, of 
proposed “parallel communica- 
tions” declaring: 


“1. Any further encroachment 
by Japan in the Southwest Pa- 
cific would produce a situation 
in which the United States Gov- 
ernment would be compelled to 
take counter-measures even 
though these might lead to war 
between the United States and 
Japan. 

“2. If any third power becomes 
the object of aggression by Ja- 
pan in consequence of such coun- 
ter-measures or of their support 
of them, the President would 
have the intention to seek au- 
thority from Congress to give 
aid to such power.” 


“Watered Down” Proposal. 
Welles testified the actual United. 


States communication to the Japa- 


nese was not in as strong lan- 
Guage as that. He said he re- 
turned from the Atlantic Charter 
meeting on Aug. 15 and prepared 
a proposed draft for Roosevelt 
which was “watered down” before 
presentation, 

Ferguson also pressed questions 
as to whether Roosevelt had made 
an agreement with the British and 
the Dutch that this country would 
fight if Japan attacked territory 


co-ordinated, 

Welles said it was “entirely log-

Says Walker Negotiated, 

He named former Postmaster 
General Frank Walker as one of 
the “influential persons” with 
whom Japanese Ambassadors No- 
mura and Kurusu were dealing in 
the critical days immediately be- 
fore the war. He said, however, 
that the report as to Walker was 
only “hearsay” so far as he was 
concerngd.

Connally Believes G.O.P. 
Efforts to Amend 
Measure for Use of 


Troops Will Fail. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP) 


-— Chairman Connally of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations commit- 
tee today said he believes all but 
12 or 15 of the 96 senators will 
approve legislation detailing this 
country’s obligations as a United 
Nations member in the showdown 
vote next week. 

The Texas Democrat also said 
he expects defeat of all efforts 
to amend the bill. He is aware 
that several Republican amend- 
ments will be pressed when the 
measure is called up Monday. 

“It is my hope that the Sen- 
ate will act speedily and deci- 
sively,” Connally said in a state- 
men, “In this turbulent and war- 
torn world it is imperative that 
we in the United States demon- 
strate beyond any shadow of 
doubt our willingness to co- 
operate in every possible way to 
keep the peace.” 

Limited Force Provided 

Connally said that the heart 
ef the bill is the section which 
would give the President power 
to make available to the security 
eouncil a quota of armed forces 
~~in amounts to be set later by 
Congress—for enforcement action 
against aggressive nations. 

The President would not have 
to come to Congress on every 
separate occasion for authority to 
allow use of the troops, but he 
would have no authority to as- 
sign more than the statutory 
quota. 

“This is exactly as it should 
be,” Connally said. “The security 
council must have the power and 
the authority to act promptly 
or it will fail in its all-important 
task. 

“Bitter experience has shown 
that here is one place where we 
dare not temporize. The security 
council is one agency which we 
eannot afford to hamper. 

“The council. would be rendered 
weak and impotent if every case 
of aggression had to be discussed 
in the Congress @nd in the legis- 
latures of 50 other nations before 
action could be taken, Such a 
procedure would encourage hesi- 
tation and delay and would be 
the delight of every potential ag- 
gressor.” 

No New Obligations. 

Connally said the United States 
would be assuming no new obli- 
gation under the legislation, but 
only would be making the neces- 
sary arrangements to carry oui 
the obligations assumed when the 
Senate ratified the charter. 

The bill establishes the post of 
United States Representative on 
the security council, with ambas- 
sadorial rank and a $20,000 salary. 
President Truman has _ indicated 
that former Secretary of State Ed- 
ward R, Stettinius Jr. will be his 
choice. There also would be a 
deputy representative. Both posi- 
tions would be subject to Senate 
confirmation. 

Up to five representatives would 
be appointed to the general as- 
sembly of United Nations They, 
as well as the security council 
Fepresentatives, would act in ac- 
cordance with instructions from 
the President. 

Connally counted as an addition- 
al safeguard the stipulation that 
the President would have to re- 
port to Congress at least once a 
year on our participation in the 
United Nations, and make special 
reports whenever the security 
council decided on enforcement 
action—either armed force, or 
measures short of that. 

Republican Amendments. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, has 
Prepared a set of amendments, 
one of which would authorize the 
United States to submit any dis- 
pute of a justifiable nature (com- 
ing under existing international 
law) to which it is a party, to the 
International Court of Justice. 
Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, is 
prepared to offer a separate 
amendment calling for full United 
States participation in the world 
eourt. 

Connally will oppose both 
amendments, advising the Senate 
to hold fast to the optional juris- 
diction clause this nation’s repre- 
gentatives battled for at the San 
Francisco Conference. There was 
reason to believe that Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, like 
€onnaliy a delegate to the confer- 
ence that wrote the charter, would 
back Connally’s stand. Vanden- 
berg is chairman of the Repub- 
lican Senate Conference. 

Connally, pilot for the bill in 
the Senate, noted that the atomic 
bomb and other new weapons will 
make a considerable change in the 
tasks of the United Nations. 

“It would be foolhardy to sug- 
gest, however,” he said, “that the 
atomic bomb has rendered the Se- 
curity Council an unnecessary and 
ineffective instrument of world 
peace.... If there ever was a time 
to think and act as united na- 
tions, that time is now. 

“Either we tackle our respon- 
aibilities with a vigor and deter- 
mination characteristic of the 
American people or else we let 
the world tumble in about us.”

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PIANIST. ORCHESTRA 
PLEASING TO AUDIENCE 


Brahms D Minor Concerto 
Principal Offering—Same 
Program Today.

The Brahms D Minor piano 
concerto was the principal offer- 
ing at last night’s concert by the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra in 
Kiel Auditorium. William Kapell, 
the young American pianist, 
joined forces with the orchestra 
under Viadimir Golschmann, in 
an attempt to make articulate and 
eloquent the heroic stuff of this 
difficult score. 


Unfortunately the composer him- 
self is not always articulate. 
There are long stretches of bril- 
liant writing for both piano and 
Orchestra and there are others 
where the musical thought is 


strong but the expression is mud- 
dy or angular or both. In such 


a situation the interpretive artists 
are not wholly to blame if they 
cannot convey a sense of “the 
grand line.” 

In last night’s performance the 
whole first movement had the ef- 
fect of a thinly connected episodic 
series. Mr. Kapell made the baoad 
poetic interludes for piano a little 
too broad while the orchestra, 
lacking both body and brilliance, 
filled in the interstices but tenta- 
tively. 

The second movement had a 
full romantic flavor and both solo- 
ist and orchestra made a dashing 
finish with the rondo. Mr. Kapell 
played with force, energy and 
beauty of tone but his perform- 
ance as a whole indicated that 
the concerto was still an unsolved 
mystery to him. The audience was 
friendly, however, and recalled 
him to the platform many times. 

Mr, Golschmann and the orches- 
tra opened the concert with a 
stylishly turned out performance 
of Mozart’s overture to “Don Gio- 
vanni,” and closed it with a repe- 
tition of the Symphony No. 2 by 
Sibelius, 

Mr. Golschmann polished off a 
few rough corners of this now 
thoroughly familiar music but did 
so without cutting down its size 
or imparing its strength. And 
though it is not the best Sibelius, 
it does have magnitude, especially 
in the first movement. It also 


has its dark and compelling poetry 
which, under Mr. Golschmann’s di- 
rection, became direct and ap- 
pealing. Altogether it was a suc- 
cessful performance with an ap- 
propriate breadth and fullness of 
lyrical beauty. 

The same program will be re- 
peated this afternoon.

OTTAWA, Nov. 24 (AP)—Can- | 


ada, straddling the great circle 
flight routes from the United 
‘States to Europe and the Orient, 
hopes to become as important in 
the air as it is on the airways. 


National policy for achieving 
that goal is based on a three- 
point program: 

1, Continued improvement of its 
transport system to meet the 
needs of a vast and thinly popu- 
lated country. 

2. Maintenance of an aircraft 
manufacturing industry’ strong 
enough to bear rapid expansion in 
an emergency. 

3. Development of aviation re- 
search facilities through 

_ tional researca council. 

Canadian airmen generally are 
solidly behind those aims, as out- 
lined by the Dominion’s top man 
in aviation, Clarence Decatur 
Howe, Minister of Reconstruction. 

Disagreement With Plan. 

But there i a disagreement 
with the plan because it involves 
a non-competitive program for air 
transport. 

Some opponent’s of Howe's plan 
call it monopoly. Others, who 
favor nationalization of public 
services, say it does not go far 
enough. Some believe it will re- 
tard growth of peacetime aircraft 
manufacturing because if each 
carrier is exclusive in its field it 
will not be spurred to replace 
obsolete planes. 

Many, including Howe, take the 
attitude that in any event Canada 
cannot expect to compete in world 
markets for planes against coun- 
tries which have been building 
transports for years. The Domin- 
fon has but one native craft in 
that field, the Noorduyn Norse- 
man. 

The Canadian air transport plan 
is briefly this: 

The government will own all 
main line air srevices, both domes- 
tic and international. Feeder lines 
and charter services — this latter 
being largely the “bush” flying 
which means so much to mining 
and trapping — will be privately 
owned and operated, but there 
must be no competition. That is, 
there may not be two air lines 
between the same two points. 

The Government is prepared to 
subsidize feeder services—as well 
as overseas flying — when neces- 
gary. 

Railroads Own Lines, 

Virtually all of Canada’s sched- 
uled air services now are owned 
by its two large railroad systems. 

Trans-Canada Airlines (TCA), 
which operates the trans-continen- 
tal services, is owned by Canadian 
National Railways (CNR), which 
is owned by the Government. 

Canadian Pacific Airways (CPA), 
which operates 57 of the 68 routes 
not on TCA, is owned by Canadian 
Pacific Railways (CPR). 

The Government has decided 
that the air and surface carriers 
must be divorced, although the or- 
der has not yet been issued. 

Canada has done a remarkable 
job in developing mainline air 
transport, largely under the direc- 
tion of Herbert J. Symington, TCA 
president. Secondary services have 
been saved, as Howe himself says, 
by the support of CPR, which took 


its na-| 


over many half-starved small oper- 
ations. 

Opposition members in Parlia- 
'ment have asked what would hap- 
pen to those small operations when 
CPR is forced to sell the property. 
| TCA has no major problem in 
divorcement. It still will be 
|owned by the government and will 
have by decree the best routes in 
Canada. This point raises a big 
question for CPA’s future: What 
will happen when a secondary or 
feeder route is built up to main- 
line proportions? 

Take as an example the CPA 
route from Montreal to Quebec 
/and on up the St. Lawrence river. 
What if TCA should decide that 


main-line route and take it over, 
leaving the less juicy segments for 
the independent operator? 

Howe told me in an interview 
that TCA would use about 100 
two-engine transports for domestic 
services and 50 four-engine planes 
on transcontinental and interna- 
tional routeg. 

Canada expects ti supply its own 
aircraft eventually. In the mean- 
time it is converting United 
States Army C-47s (Douglas DC-3 
type) for TCA to supplement the 
Lockheeds which have been stand- 
ard equipment. 

For overseas operations, TCA 
will continue to use converted 
Lancaster bombers, which carry 
only 10 passengers. Canadair, 
Lid., at Montreal. is working on a 
modification of the DC-4 Skymas- 
ter for eventual use on transocean 
flights. This plane is expected to 
go into service in 1947, 

It will have more power than 
the original Skymaster, and the 
fuselage will be lengthened 
slightly. Canadair engineers ex- 
pect cruising speed of more than 
300 miles an hour. 


Three a Month. 

Noorduyn Aviation, Ltd:, at 
Montreal is building a postwar 
model of its Norseman on a 
three-a-month schedule, compared 
with a war average of one plane 
a month. During the war it 
reached a peak production rate of 
50 a month to fill United States 
Air Force orders for 750. 

Noorduyn also built 2800 “Har- 
vards,” a training plane known 
below the border as the North 
American AT-6 Texan. At present 
the company is designing a new 
type trainer for the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force in competition 
with other designers. A commer- 
cial version is under considera- 
tion. 

Canada never has had an air- 
craft engine industry. There ap- 
pears little expectation that one 
will be developed immediately, 
but work is being done on a turbo- 
jet project at Montreal. 

The Dominion is giving a great 
deal of attention to research. The 
National Research Council has 
built a new laboratory of 17 build- 
ings outside of Ottawa. Its bud- 
get for the last fiscal year was 
$1,958,993. 

Projects are largely those in- 
volving problems peculiar to Ca- 
nadian flying, such as icing, air- 
craft skiis and floats. One of the 
current projects attracting inter- 
est is a tailless glider which very 
Closely resembles a flying wing 
built in this country. A one-third 
scale model will be flown soon at 
the laboratory. 


32 WOUNDED AS ANNAMESE 
CONTINUE TO RESIST FRENCH 


SAIGON, Nov. 24 (AP)—Two 
British Indian soldiers and 30 
civilians were wounded in an out- 
burst of violence at Bien Hoa, 
rail town 30 miles northeast of 
Saigon, a_ British-French com- 
munique said today, as the An- 
namese continued to resist French 
attempts to regain contro] of In- 
dochina. 

A British spokesman asserted 
“we are not here to reconquer 
this country for the French,” ex- 
plaining that British operations 
against the Annamese were con- 
cerned chiefly with protecting 
outskirts of areas where dis- 
armed Japanese prisoners have 
been concentrated. 

Today’s communique said 
French troops have cleared Traon, 
75 miles southwest of Saigon, and 
seeized an important headquar- 
ters of the Viet Minh at Benco. 


GREEK REGENT TO REMAIN 
IN OFFICE AS BRITISH ASKED 


ATHENS, Nov. 24 (AP)—Arch- 
bishop Damaskinos was reported 
in Greek government quarters to- 
day to have withdrawn his res- 
ignation as regent, apparently 
yielding to requests of the new 
Greek premier and the British 
that he remain in office. 

The archbishop refused yester- 
day to comply with these requests, 
made by Premier Themistokles 
Sophoulis, British Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin and the Brit- 
ish emissary to Greece, Hector 
McNeil. He also declined to sign 
any laws or decrees. 

It was believed that Damaskinos 
might have bargained with the 
government for more authority 
in naming ministers, in return 
for withdrawing his resignation. 


DEATH OF LIBBY HOLMAN’S 
HUSBAND LAID T0 SLEEP PILLS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24 (AP)— 


Ralph Holmes, 30-year-old actor, 
husband of singer Libby Holman, 
died of poisoning, apparently from 
an overdose of sleeping tablets, 
Dr. Thomas A. Gonzales, chief 
medical examiner, said tonight. 

Holmes was found dead in his 
apartment last Tuesday. Dr. Gon- 
zales said the cause of death was 
determined through chemical 
analysis after an autopsy failed 
to disclose it, 

The couple had separated a 
month before Holmes’ death. Fu- 
neral services were held yesterday. 


TWO R.A.F, PLANES MISSING, 
ONE I$ JET-DRIVEN CRAFT 


LONDON, Nov. 24 (AP)—The 
Air Ministry reported today that 
no trace had been found of two 
|planes, one jet-propelled, which 
vanished this week from Royal 
_Air Force bases. 


The planes were a single-seater 
Vengeance, which took off Thurs- 
day from Exeter airfield on a 
'half-hour test flight, and the jet- 
propelled Meteor, which took off 
from Molesworth airdrome 
Wednesday on an unauthorized 
flight. The Meteor carried fuel 
enough for only an hour. 

The pilot of the Vengeance was 
on his last flight before being 
discharged from the Army. An 
'RA.F, pilot recently suspended 
from a course in conversion to 
Meteor aircraft disappeared at the 
same time as the jet-propelled 
craft, The unofficial theory is that 
| both planes crashed at sea.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz today re- 
| ceived congratulations from Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur on Adm. 
Nimitz’s appointment as chief of 
naval operations. 

“All your old comrades of the 
Southwest Pacific send you heart- 
iest congratulations and best 
wishes,” Gen. MacArthur told the 
admiral. 

In reply, Adm. Nimitz said: 
“Many thanks: for your kind con- 
gratulations. I wish you _ con- 
|tinued success in the occupation 
and demilitarization of Japan 
which you have already carried on 
so effectively.

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UZECH EXHIBITION 
SHOWS EVIDENCE 
Ur NAZI CRUELTY 


Ope a Exposition on 
Atrocities That De- 
mands That Germans 


Leave Country.

MARIANSKE LAZNE, Czecho- 
slovakia, Nov. 19 (Delayed)—In 
the presence of American officers 
commanding the 80th Division, the 
Czech Ministry of Information 
opened today in this famous spa 
city, better known to most Ameri- 
cans under its German name of 
Marienbad, an exhibition on Ger- 
man atrocities in Czechoslovakia. 

It is a unique exhibition. It is 
no chamber of horrors. It is au- 
sterely undramatic. 

The exhibition is in the form of 
an argument, and emphasizes, as 
do sO many other things in this 
little Slav republic, the utterly un- 
emotional, purely rational ap- 
proach to the problems it is fac- 
ing. The quotations, graphs, photo- 
graphs and diagrams are intended 
not to arouse pity for the victims, 
mor even hate for the enemy, but 
to divulge to visitors the reason 
“why we want the Germans to 
leave this country,” which is the 
slogan under which the exhibition 
is held. 

Here is an item showing how in 
1938 the Czechs had eleven col- 
leges and universities and the 
Germans three, all in the German 
language, but in 1943 the Germans 
still had three institutions of high- 
er education and the Czechs had 
none. 

Here is an item showing that 
speech in the pre-Munich days 
was so free that Propaganda Min- 
ister Paul Joseph Goebbels deliv- 
ered a lecture in Prague in 1932, 
while Konrad Henlein and his fol- 
lowers were freely pursuing their 
disruptive activities. 

“We don’t want any Czechs,” 
said Hitler in September 1938, but 
less than six months later he 
swooped down on al! Czech terri- 
tories. Again and again Henlein 
proclaimed that his “gymnastic 
society” didn’t seek “revision of 
frontiers,” but subsequently it re- 
echoed Hitler’s slogan “Heim ins 
Reich” (“Home into the Reich”), 
and the universal Nazi cry, “Ein 
Volk, ein Reich, ein Fuehrer” 
(“One people, one Reich, one 
leader.”’) 

Here is a huge display of photo- 
graphs of pre-Munich Czech ath- 
letic teams, sport societies and 
Zymnastic drills, and over it in 
large letters the one word “Ver- 
boten.” Here is another collection 
of photographs showing German 
crowds gleefully welcoming the 
Fuehrer in Sudeten towns and vil- 
lages. And along the borders only 
one word is printed, “Heil!” 

Nearly all the other exhibits are 
of a similar unemotional nature. 

The American Army here is be- 
ginning to pack and get ready to 
leave some time next month. The 
Red Cross club is one of the most 
sumptuous the G. I.’s have seen 
anywhere in Europe. 

“I shall be sorry to leave this 
wonderful clubhouse,” said Anina 
Moesher, from Bay City, Wis., 
director of the club, 

On investigation this  corre-, 
spondent learns that the sensa- 
tional stories which have appeared 
in certain American newspapers 
that G. L's are favoring German 
girls here are utterly unfounded. 
No German girl is ever invited to 
the daily dances. Miss Moesher 
has a list of 165 Slav girls, checked 
and counter-checked by Czech and 
American military authorities, 
and only they are welcomed. 

Col. Edwin Greiner, of Culver, 
Ind., informed this writer that 
quite a few G. Ls in Czechoslovakia 
have taken Czecho brides, He 
thought the number of such G. Ls 
to be about 100. 


ST. CLAIR COUNTY RAIL LINES 
OBJECT TO $398,679 OF TAXES 


Targe railroads operating in St. 
flair county, Ill, this year have 
filed objections to payment of 
$398,679 of their 1945 real estate 
tax bills, aggregating $1,312,709, 
County Treasurer D. A. Prindable 
gaid today. The companies have 
announced their intention of ap- 
pealing to the St. Clair County 
Court to have the taxes reduced 
on the ground that the levies were 
fixed illegally. 

The amount for which the rail- 
roads seek relief this year is the 
largest reduction ever sought by 
them, Prindable said, The bal- 
ance of the taxes levied against 
the railroads, $914,030, has been 
paid. 

Largest reduction sought by an 
indiivdual railroad this year was 
by the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation, which objected to pay- 
ment of $167,573 of its $372,224 
tax bill.

NAM. HEAD SAYS 
PARLEY SUCCESS 
HINGES ON LABOP 


Assert Unions Must 
Change on Fundamen- 
tals If Major Results 
Are to Be Achieved. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
Ira Mosher, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers, said today labor delegates 
must change their position on fun- 
damental issues if the labor-man. 
agement conference is to achieve 
major results. 

Mosher, a management delegate 
at the conference called by Pres- 
ident Truman, said that, unless the 
labor spokeman changed their 
viewpoint, “there is little hope” 
the conference “can do more than 
deal with some of the less im- 
portant causes of labor unrest.” 

With sessions to be resumed 
Monday after a Thanksgiving re- 
cess Mosher in a statement rec- 
ommended that the conference re- 
new efforts to reach quick agree 
ments on these five points: 

1. The strengthening and im- 
provement of collective bargain- 
ing practices. 

2. Reducing the number of dis- 
putes resulting from “attempted 
invasions of the legitimate func- 
tions of management.” 

3. Ending jurisdictional] strikes. 

4. Providing for voluntary ar- 
bitration in disputes over inter- 
pretation of agreements. — 

5. Providing for impartial] 
fact-finding “when disputes 
threaten the public health and 
safety.” 

Although agreement has been 
reached on a number of minor 
problems, Mosher said, the big 
issues still must be faced. 

“Little progress has been made 
as yet,” he observed, “in regard 
to certain fundamental issues that 
must be resolved if we hope to 
accomplish results expected by 
the President who invited us 
here. 

“Labor, so far, has refused to 
agree fully to substitute orderly 
procedures for its unlimited 
‘right to strike’ at any time ana 
under any circumstances, or to 
accept equal status with manage- 
ment under the laws of the land,” 
Mosher continued. e 
“The President asked us_ to 
build a broad and permanent 
foundation for industrial peace. 
In my opinion, such a ‘founda- 
tion’ must be built on the ted- 
rock of management’s pledge to 
forego lockouts and unfair labor 
practices; on labor’s willingness to 
forego strikes, boycotts, slow- 
downs and work stoppages until 
every means for a peaceful set- 
tlement of disputes has been ex- 
hausted: and on the acceptance of 
both labor and management of 
responsibilities under the law 
commensurate with their respec- 
tive privileges. 

“Management is ready to give 
this pledge and accept all its re- 
sponsibilities. . . . Unless labor is 
willing to agree... there is little 
hope that this conference can do 
more than deal with some of the 
less important causes of labor un- 
rest.” 


CARILLON RESTS ON LAWN, 
AWAITING BUILDING OF CHURCH 


A set of bronze bells resting on 
the front lawn of the Episcopal 
Church of the Holy Communion, 
Delmar boulevard and Jackson 
avenue, University City, has been 
arousing the curiosity of passersby.

WAC Scores Reduced. 

On Dec. 1 all married members 
of the Women’s Army Corps, both 
officers and enlisted women, who 
enlisted prior to May 12, 1945, 
will be eligible for discharge. 
Prior to this time only Wacs mar- 
ried to discharged members of 
the military forces are being re< 
leased. 

The release point score for 
WAC officers continues at 37 but 
for the enlisted personnel it drops 
from 34 to 32. 

WAC officers can be discharged 
if they have reached 40 years of 
age. Enlisted women who are 35 
and have two years service are 
eligible. Discharge without re- 
gard to length of service is auto- 
matic at age 38. 

The Air Forces have authorized 
release of enlisted men within the 
continental United States if they 
are declared surplus and if they 
have two years’ service and 50 
points. Enlisted Wacs, declared 
surplus, will be released by the 
Air Corps if they have 25 points 
and one year service in the United 
States. 

The Air Forces have declared 
surplus pilotg, navigators and 
bombardiers and certain other 
crew specialists, such as radar 
equipment observers on .B-29s, 
with 44 points and two years’ duty 
in the United States. 

So far there is no change for 
women officer-members of the 
medical department. The _ dis- 
charge score for nurses is 35 
points and for dietitians and phys- 
ical therapy aides 40 points. 
Nurses can get out if they are 
35 years of age and the other two 
eclassificdtions if they are 40. 
Marriage, to discharged members 
of the military forces, and de- 
pendent children under 14, are 
grounds for release.

A proposal for a program to im-

$300,000 Apartment Building 
to Be Erected on the 
Campus. 


A $300,000 apartment building 
for Washington University faculty 
members is to be erected on the 


campus to relieve the housing 
shortage there, Douglas Martin, 
dean of men and director of pub- 
lic relations for the university 
announced yesterday. 

The building, which may be 
ready for occupancy next fall, will 
be constructed on*Milbrook boule- 
vard east of Big Bend boulevard.

Preliminary plans, prepared by 
Preston Bradshaw, architect, pro- 
vide for four five-room units, 10 
four-room units, 25 three-room 
apartments and 30 two-room units.

Martin pointed out that it was 
anticipated that the faculty apart- 
ment house would relieve an 
“acute housing shortage” at the 
university.

Two Tallies for Pihos. 

With burly Pete Pihos, a rough 
and tumble ex-paratrooper, bull- 
ing his way to the first two of 
Indiana’s four touchdowns, the 
Hoosiers finished with a nearly 
perfect record of nine victories 
and a 7-7 conference tie with 
Northwestern. 

The Boilermakers lived up to 
Old Oaken Bucket tradition by 
battling Indiana to a_ scoreless 
tie in the first half. But relent- 
less Hoosier power, unleashed by 
Pihos and George Taliaferro, 
great Negro halfback, and Quar- 
terback Ben Raimondi’s superb 
passing, ripped Purdue’s defenses 
to shreds in the last two periods. 

After Pihos rammed across 
from the one-yard line to cap a 
77-yard Indiana march midway 
in the third period, Purdue dis- 
integrated into a badly whipped 
team. 

Less than two minutes after 
the first score, Pihos again bat- 
tered across from the one-yard 
stripe, where End Ted Kluszew- 
ski had recovered a Purdue fum- 
ble. 

Passing Pays Off. 

Although Pihos suffered a back 
injury at the outset of the final 
period, the Hoosiers slammed to 
two more touchdowns, both on 
passes. The first came on a 
seven-yard toss from Raimondi to 
Kluszewski in the end zone and 
the second on Raimondi’s four- 
yard flip to Sub End Louis Mi- 
hajlovich.

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$107,941 Average Bet Daily 
At Fairmount Fall Meeting 


By Herman Wecke 
Official statistics released by the Illinois Racing Board show 
that St. Louis district followers of the “gee gees” pushed $5,831,287, an 
average of $98,835 a day, through the mutuel windows at the 59 days 
of the Fairmount Park spring and fall meetings. 


While the volume of wagering 
was larger—$2,916,855 to $2,914,432 
for the fall meeting—the average 
for the second meeting of the year 
was better. The daily average for 
the 27 programs of the fall meet- 
ing was $107,941.93, while for the 
32 days in the spring it was $91,- 
151.72. 

The state of INinois cut in for 
$58,288.64 as its 2 per cent share 
of the betting at the fall meeting, 
while the track’s 9 per cent 
amounted to $262,298.88, with an 
additional $38,862.68 for breakage, 
making the track’s aggregate 
“take” $301,161.56. 

The figures show that the aver- 
age bet by each person during the 
meeting was $29.65 a day. ~ 
That the fall meeting was the 
best enjoyed by the track since 
D. C. Burnett has been general 
manager is evinced by the fact 
that twice the mutuel handle was 
over $200,000 and on eight other 
occasions went over the $100,000 
mark. The high was $289,143 on 
Labor day, while on closing day 


$205,602 passed through the win- 


dows. More than $120,000 was bet 
on each of the Saturdays, while 
on three week days the total 
passed the $100,000 mark. This 
happened Sept. 18, when it was 
$111,121; Sept. 19, 103,797, and Oct. 
5, $101,433. 

The most bet on a single race 
was $40,568 on the sixth race La- 
bor day. The highest daily double 
pool—$13,410—came on Labor day, 
while the largest quinella pool 
came on closing day when $13,372 
was divided among the lucky bet- 
tors. 

The worst day for the track | 
came on Sept. 13, when only $50,- | 
198 passed through the windows. 
The daily double pool on this day 
amounted to only $2314 and the 
quinella $3102. 

Favorites more than held their | 
own at both the spring and fall 
meetings. The winning mark in 
the spring was 43 per cent and in 
the fall 41 per cent.

The reasons for this tragic prospect are 
three:

While world food production per capita 


during the past harvest year was only about

Promised Food Will 
Not Be Forthcoming, 


That the United States will not live up to 
the glowing promives of ample food made in 
short wave broadcasts to occupied Europe 
must now be taken for granted. Before the 
war, Europe, with food imports of about 10 
per cent, averaged a diet closely approxi- 
mating our own, 3000 calories a day per 
person, During the war years, this aver- 
age was cut drastically, especially in Ger- 
man-occupied areas. But the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Administration al- 
ready has abandoned hopes of restoring the 
diet in the countries which cannot afford to 
pay for imports of food and supplies to a 
2650-calory level and is now aiming at a 
minimum of 2000 calories for the urban pop- 
ulation. A 2000-calory diet might be de- 
scribed as the minimum required to prevent 
disease and unrest. 

In a statement supporting the appropria- 
tion for our final UNRRA commitment, 
$550,000,000, President Truman recalled his 
Potsdam pledge that America would help 
to “‘the limits of our strength,” but pointed 
out that supplies for Europe in the current 
quarter would, serve ‘“‘not to improve but 
only to sustain the diet of the liberated 
peoples, which remains below the minimum 
level of subsistence.”

Financing Will Be 
Primary Difficulty. 


Since the largest part of the 30-35 million 
ton food deficit estimated by the Department 
of Agriculture is in wheat and rice, about 27 
million tons, little difficulty should be en- 
countered in filling it. The United States 
and Canada alone could probably supply 
two-thirds of that amount if necessary with- 
out drawing too heavily on reserves. The 
difficulty is in the financing, now that Lend- 
Lease has been suspended. 

Strictly speaking, there will be no gifts 
of food. All exports of food to deficit coun- 
tries, at least so far as the United States is 
concerned, will be sold either to UNRRA, 
which operates in countries which cannot 
pay, or to individual countries which can 
pay, probably with credits arranged through 
the Export-Import Bank, 

UNRRA is financed by contributions from 
31 uninvaded countries of 44 signatories to 
the UNRRA agreement. On the basis of 1 
per cent of national income, it has a budget 
for this year of $1,800,000,000, of which the 
United States with the largest income will 
furnish the ‘major portion, $1,350,000,000. 
All the 31 uninvaded countries have already 
paid or are in the process of paying their 
contributions, including the United States, 
which still owes $550,000,000.

A Pacific Soldier’s Protest 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This letter is written in behalf of 
myself and thousands of Gls who are 
still here on this base with points vary- 
ing from 60 to 8&4, 

I was born and reared in St. Louis, 
have 72 points, am still in Manila after 
23 months in the islands of the South 
Pacific and have no promising informa- 
tion as to when I may return. 

We GIs want to get home. But we 
feel that our Congressmen are giving 
us the “runaround” by not demanding a 
clear-cut discharge and demobilization 
policy from the War Department. 

Last month, only half as many GIs 
were sent home from here as were sched- 
uled to go. When authorities were asked 
why, they only answered, “No ships.” The 
game excuse seems to exist today. 

Why have Congressmen not insisted 
that the 1500-plus Liberty ships be con- 
verted into troop transports? It has been 
proved this can be done in 48 hours if 
50 construction men are assigned to each 
vessel, We GIs, of whom there are ap- 
proximately 150,000 at this base, with 
high points, are willing to give our free 
time to convert these Liberty ships to 


_ troop transports. 


Records of our Senators and Repre- 
sentatives will be scrutinized very care- 
fully upon our return to civilian status 
to see what the record of actual legis- 
lation accomplished has been in each 
individual case. You may rest assured 
that those Congressmen who have not 
shown any progressive action for our 
return home, when opportunities were 
at hand to benefit the overseas vetcran, 
will be voted out.

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Our Crippled Democracy . 


If the average business man, bus driver, school 
teacher or salesman were told that the privilege 
of self-government would be denied him after 


"a given date, the howls of indignation would 


shatter the dome of the Capitol itself. 
Have the people nothing to say in protest 
against the fact that they haven't got representa- 


‘tive government right now? 


The plain truth is that democracy is seriously 
crippled. Congress, the people’s forum, great 
town meeting of the nation, is trying to function 
with legislative machinery so top-heavy, priv- 
ilege-ridden, outworn and tradition-haunted that 
it has almost ceased to function at all. 

Congress and the public are strangers. Con- 
gress and progress are enemies. Congress and 
the pressing problems of the times are scarcely 
on speaking terms. 

Ironically, the very movement driving for re- 
form within Congress seems itself to have been 
trapped by the system it seeks to streamline. 

It has been five months since the Joint Com- 
mittee on Organization of Congress concluded 
its hearings—five months in which most of the 
great issues of economic and social importance 
to the nation have been lost or mangled in the 
legislative mill, There has not been a full com- 
mittee meeting in that time—perhaps because 
its members themselves are caught in the archaic 
committee structure, buried under impossible 
burdens, lost in the procedural maze! 

A year ago last spring, Senator La Follette be- 
gan a fine battle for a twentieth-century Con- 
gress. With Representative Monroney, he shares 
leadership of the committee for reform. Where 
is their report? What are they waiting for? It 
is needed now as it was never needed before. 

The multiple weaknesses of Congress, any 
one of them serious enough to defeat demo- 


“cratic procedure, were not quite so noticeable 


during the Roosevelt era. For orfe thing, Mr. 
Roosevelt had a popular following that made him 
successful at taking his case to the people. The 
executive branch, moving in to compensate for 
the worst case of legislative anemia in the his- 
tory of the nation, adjusted itself to function 
in a new way. The play was President to peo- 
ple to Congress, and goals were won. 

When this strategy failed, or was not prac- 
ticable, there were other expedients. Congress 
was often by-passed—by executive agreement in 
foreign affairs, by executive order at home. Such 
law-making as did take place was often either 
a rubber-stamp or a modification of bills written 
in executive departments. 

The critics of Mr. Roosevelt for his “assump- 
tion” of legislative powers seldom recognized 
the fact that those powers were lying idle, rust- 
ing, and that unless someone used them, we had 
only half a government. Congress was too weak 
and inefficient to guard its own prerogatives. 

Now, thanks to the delinquencies of Cqngress 
and the lethargy of the public, we have less than 
half a government. The Truman Administration 
has neither the talent nor the power to fill the 
vacuum, 

Of the 21 specific reconversion requests laid 
before Congress by the President, only two have 
been acted on. Meanwhile, the country is caught 
in a wave of postwar apathy that compounds the 
lack of party discipline, the absence of liaison 
between Congress and the people, the rarity of 
any intelligent interest in public affairs. 

If the problem facing Congress and the joint 
committee was serious before, it is now critical. 

La Follette and Monroney, in starting the re- 
form fight months ago, accepted a responsibility 
they can no longer postpone, Let them get their 
report before the full committee. Let them de- 
mand, without compromise or diversion, bold 
committee action. Let them have ready before 
the end of the year a program by which Con- 
gress itself can approach once again the status 
of a vital force in government. 

At the conclusion of a great war fought to 
save democracy from attack by others, will we 
let it waste away from senility and neglect at 
home? The victories of totalitarianism zre not 
all won at sword-point. They “are ready-made 
when popular rule goes by default. 

Mr. La Follette, Mr. Monroney, the next move 
is yours.

44. Attorneys General Can Learn 


When the conference of the 48 state Attorneys 
General convenes in Jacksonville, Fla., this 
week, it should be forearmed by two forewarn- 
ings against being misled by misinformation and 
minority pressure into joining the California 
campaign for private exploitation of the nation’s 
war reserves of tidelands oil. 

Already the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Council of State Governments 
have been misdirected into support of the oil 
grab, solely on account of the selfish interests 
of the California administration backed by oil 
companies that are making millions out of the 
last great oil reserve left on this continent for 
the nation’s defense. 

Forty-five of the Attorneys General already 
have been duped by Attorney General Kenny of 
California into making themselves parties to his 
campaign against the national interest. Two of 
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them—in Arizona and Washington—have de- 
clined to be fooled, and Attorney General Taylor 
of Missouri withdrew his support of the Cali- 
fornia grab when he found out the real issues. 
The Attorneys General who have allowed them- 
selves to be used in this matter would do well 
to deal with any further appeals for support 
with their eyes wide open. 
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Housing in Newark and St. Louis 

Mayor Murphy of Newark has applied to the 
State of New Jersey for a $1,000,000 loan, has 
set aside 36 acres for sites and is only waiting 
on approval of the loan to order 300 trailers and 
180 portable houses to ease the veterans’ housing 
shortage, 

How far are Mayor Kaufmann and his Citi- 
zens’ Housing Committee, headed by J. Wesley 
McAfee, along toward doing as well: by the re- 
turning veterans of St. Louis? 

Several thousand homeless St. Louisans will 
be intefested to know when the Mayor’s commit- 
tee expects to have trailers and temporary houses 
installed and ready for occupancy. They want 
to know everything that is being done to get as 
many temporary housing units as soon as possi- 
ble. For they realize, as the city authorities of 
Newark realize with respect to their housing 
problem, that there is no alternative to tem- 
porary housing and lots of it. 

Maximizing the use of already-available hous- 
ing will do part of the present job. New pri- 
vate construction of permanent houses and apart- 
ments will really begin to help two to five years 
from now, But to take care of all the present 
need, and to cope with the increased needs as 
the number of returned veterans in St. Louis in- 
creases before permanent housing can be built, 
temporary housing is necessary. 

Homeless veterans should-have the Housing 
Committee’s promptest action on temporary 
housing, and the example of Newark will give 
the committee an achievement to shoot at. 
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How to Report Failure 

The labor-management conference in Washing- 
ton, which began with many problems, is ending 
up with one: How to make it look as though 
some result has be@a accomplished when none 
has been. The perplexed conferees can learn 
something from the recent Conference of For- 
eign Ministers, which wound up the same way. 

The chief object lesson the earlier conference 
offers to the later is: Don’t do it like that. And 
what could be better English, what could be more 
honest, what could be more complete, what could 
be more enlightening to the conferees and to the 
public, than a simple two-word report, as fol-

An editorial from the Hindusthan Standard 
of Calcutta, reprinted gn this page, indicates 
just how badly that reservoir is leaking today.

In an interview to the Associated Press 
of India, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru has giv- 
en expression to the average Indian’s re- 
action to the “Twelve Commandments” of 
the American President. The effusive ref- 
erence to freedom for all dependent coun- 
tries in President Truman’s Navy day 
speech hag not thrown this country into 
ecstasy. 


For the way in which things have moved 
in the contemporary world has made In- 
dians a race of cynics, especially where 
pious professions of the Allied leadership 
are concerned. If mere words could have 
given us freedom, no people in Asia---or 
anywhere else—would have been in bond- 


age today. 


But gushing sympathy couched in de- 
lightful phrases does not break the chains 
of a subject nation, nor does mere good will 
make the woes of foreign subjection seem 
a whit lighter. Professions must be backed 
by suitable actions to make them effective, 


Talk vs. Action 


There is such a yawning gap bc.ween 
what the big powers say about the colonial 
peoples and what they actually do for 
them that all subject nations have lost 
faith in their honesty of purpose. Until 
the big powers do something concrete for 
burying the imperialist hatchet for all time 
to come, mere pep talk will cause little 
jubilation in the ranks of the colonial peo- 
ples. 


America has been looked up to as a 
eountry which stands for freedom, She 
has been considered the arsenal of democ- 
racy, That is because she, as compared 
with other great powers, in the words of 
Pandit Nehru, is “free from an imperialist 
past.” 


The United States, in spite of her opu- 
lence and dollar-diplomats, has been con- 
sidered a progressive force in the Allied 
camp. It was hoped by the peoples in 
Asia and Africa that the land of liberty 
at least would not bétray them. And it 
was within the power of the U.S.A, to be- 
come an agent of freedom in this storm- 


tossed world. 


An Opportunity Missed 


If she had championed the cause of sub- 
ject nations as firmly as she had spoken 
enthusiastically about their glorious fu- 
ture, the imperialist racket would have 
been played out with the cessation of hos- 
tilities, The shape that American foreign 
policy has taken has blighted all the hopes 
for a better world in the near future, 


There igs no doubt, as Pandit Nehru has 
rightly pointed out, that during the last 
few years there has been some disillusion- 
ment in regard to American championship 
of freedom. That is the inevitable sequel 


to American failure to implement the 
pledge towards the colonial peoples, 


At San Francisco, she lost an opportuni- 
ty of championing their cause, which was 
taken up, as Jawaharlal reminds us, by the 
Soviet Union. The plutocrats in the U.S.A, 
fought shy of underlining the passionate 
desire for freedom that is being felt by 
all the oppressed and exploited peoples. 


Lend-Lease and Oppression 


After the sad experience at San Frai.cis- 
co, the declaration of policy by “the plain

The world today is witnessing a grim 
struggle between the haves and the have- 
nots, between the ruling few and the.mis- 
ruled many in the East, Has President 
Truman’s democracy lifted a little finger 
in support of the colonial peoples who are 
being laid low by the imperialist forces in 
Southeast Asia? 

With ruthless brutality the forces of free- 
dom are being crushed in Indonesia and in

Neither the late 
President Roosevelt nor his successor has 
been able to ward off British machinations.

“Judd Rankin's Daughter,” by Susan Glaspell. (J. BR. 

Lippincott Co., Philadelphia.) 

Here is a book that sings. The word is 
a favorite of Miss Glaspell’s heroine, and 
it is applicable to the book itself, because 
it has a sense of the fullness and richness 
and unutterable goodness of human life. 

The enemies of life’s quiet joys and its 
grave tragic depths are the author’s only 
enemies. Deny life, and die; welcome it, 
and live singing—from first to last, that 
is Miss Glaspell's vision of truth. Neither a 
Pollyanna nor a Puritan will be able to 
see much truth there; and that is exactly 
why so many discriminating people will like 
the book. 

Frances Mitchell, an Iowan transplanted 
to Cape Cod, is a lovely, intelligent and 
honest woman in middle life, in love with 
her husband and her grown children and 
her aging Middle Western father, Judd 
Rankin. An independent, sturdy character, 
Judd Rankin has built a successful, but 
rather joyless life in spite of a tragic in- 
cident, an emotional shock—a trauma, the 
psychologists would call it—which he suf- 
fered in early youth. His lifeis a parable on 
the Middle West and its sense of isolation, 

* * - 

Frances’s family is a delightfully alert 
and normal family. The sense of well-knit 
domesticity—-diversity within unity, of the 
ebb and flow of life in a happy family— 
is expertly evoked as only a gifted and sen- 
sitive woman could evoke it. 

The problem of Frances’s sen, young Jud- 
son, psychologically ill from the war, runs 
parallel to the problem of the young man’s 
grandfather. The plot is the solution of 
these problems. While they are being solved, 
you meet some remarkable people, but of 
them all, Frances is best. She is the most 
wonderful woman you will have met re- 
cently, in books or elsewhere. 

Occasionally one feels that Miss Glas- 
pell’s style is too womanish, with its liberal 
use of dashes and its wmather disorderly 
leaping about; but after all she is a woman, 
and above all she is a woman of decency 
and integrity. 

While other novels are being written by 
women publicized as “glamour girls,” and 
“sold” to the public by $50,000-a-year publici- 
ty agents, Miss Glaspell quietly adds another 
fine chapter to American life and letters, 
The publicity boys may not build it into a 
best-seller, but it will be weloomed by any 
jury of Miss Glaspell’s peers.

By Swed- 
ish law, no prince of royal blood 
can marry in Sweden without the 
King’s consent and, as the young 
couple were unable to go abroad 
in wartime, they were frustrated 
in their purpose.

Murder Mill 


Now a Hospital of the Living 


Little to Show That 40,000 Died There, but 
Grisly Cellars Chill Ex-Prisoner Who 
Watched Procession of Doomed,

Hadamar murder fatory, 


F again alive.. 


For 18 months, from September 
1943 to February 1945, I watched 
the “patients” arrive at Hadamar 
asylum and pass through the 


; double wooden woors, They never 


came out, but always more ar- 
rived. 

‘I was a prisoner of war, con- 
fined with nearly 300 British and 
Dominion officers in a nearby’ 
castle, a few hundred yards across 
the valley from the grim, red- 
brick hospital with its giant red 
crosses painted on the roof, 

(Anderson, an Associated Presse 
war correspondent, had been cap- 
tured by the Germahs in Africa.) 

Each week a train pulled into 
the station below. Old men, old 
women, many of them feeble, got 
out. Sometimes there were chil- 
dren, too. White-coated doctors 
and white-capped nurses met them 
and helped the old folk up the 
hill. The wooden doors swung 
wide, They went inside. We never 
saw them again. 

We prisoners used to joke about 
it. “They. must be sleeping six in 
a bed by now,” we used to say 
when another train arrived. 


Mass Burials. 


Then‘ early one morning one 
of us noticed a little procession 
of stretcher bearers going up the 
hill behind the hospital. At the 
top, they bent to pull aside some 
planks, They tipped up the 
stretchers so their covered burdens 
slid from view, The planks were 
replaced, The stretcher bearers 
came down the hill, 

We started to watch each morn- 
ing as day broke over the valley. 
Always it was the same, Summer 
and winter, wet, fine or snoow, 
the covered burdens were carried 
to the top to mass burials in mass 
graves. 

I talked with the German 
guards. “You don’t need to wor- 
r;, they’re lunatics,” they used 
to say. “The German ste kills 
them mercifully. Their families 
are told. You don’t need to 
}worry—it’s no concern of yours.” 


A Visit to Hospital. 


Seven months almost to the day 
after my liberation by the Amer- 
ican First Army and a few weeks 
after the Hadamar trial which 
sent the guilty to their judgment, 
I drove in a jeep to those grimly 
closed doors. I knocked and they 
opened. I walked inside. 

A window in the inner wall 
shot up and a shaven head poked 
out. Y demanded the Herr Di- 
rektor. The Herr Direktor was 
old and stooped, bald-headed, and 
he blinked at me a little scared 
through spectacles. I asked to see 
the hospital. “But certainly,” he 
said. 

We went through whitewashed 
corridors lined with green doors. 
The doors were locked. Each 
time we unlocked a door with one 
of his gingling bunch of keys, he 
waited for me to pass through, 
then locked it again behind me. 
We saw the men’s ward and the 
women’s. They were neat and 
clean, with whitewash walls 
and vases of yellow flowers upon 
the scrubbed wood tables. Most 
of the patients looked dumbly 
happy. At least they had nothing 
to fear. 

Down in the cellars we went, 
down the narrow steps so many 
trod to death. The dark vaults 
held a chill horror which froze the 
heart and almost turned the stom- 
ach. 

“This was the gas chamber,” 
the Herr Direktor was saying. 

It was a small _ brick-walled 
room, perhaps 12 by eight feet. 
Broken gas pi, es still jutted from 
its walls. The spaces where the 
gas-tight doors had been were 
no bricked up. The place was

Marble Slabs. 

Next door was the mortuary— 
two marble slabs with running 
water, some jars of chemicals, 
surgical instruments. 

We went through more cellars, 
where now piles of potatoes were 
neatly stored, and came to the 
furnace chamber. Here the bodies 
had been stacked for the ghastly 
holocaust which left behind no 
trace. Now even the ashes had 
been swept away. Only the two 
tall chimneys remained—chimneys 
which carried the smoke of burn- 
ing bodies high above the hospital 
roof—and the iron brackets on 
which the furnace doorg were 
hung. 

More jingling keys and we came 
out in the light again. 

“At first they used the gas cham- 
bers,” the Herr Direktor was say- 
ing. “Then they began to use 
injections—to experiment, you see. 
They did not always burn them, 
Sometimes they buried them, 15 
or 20 together, at the top of the 
hill, Those were the ones you 
used to see each morning.” 


Director’s Story. 

As we toiled up that zig-zag path 
I knew so well, the Herr Direktor 
told his story. He was Dr. William 
Altvater, a mental expert who had 
worked in various German asylums 
before the war. 

“In 1941 I xetired,” he explained. 
“Y disapproved most strongly of 
the experiments which the Nazis 
made us do on mental patients. I 
became quite ill worrying about it 
and sought permission to retire on 
pension. As I was old, they let me 
go. In May of this year, after the 
director of this hospital had been 
removed for trial, they called me 
back. Now I have 360 patients to 
care for. It is sad, but at least I 
am free to do my best for them 
again.” 

He said the orders for destruc- 
tion of patients came from the 
ministry of interior in Berlin. 
There was a list and the names 
were marked off upon it. The doc- 
tors were told it was the Fuehrer’s 
personal order but they were for- 
bidden to disclose that. 

The families were simply told 
the patients “died.” 

We went to the children’s ceme- 
tery Only one of the 13 graves 
bore a name. A big wooden cross 
cast its shadow across the earth 
mounds, : 5 
Boy’s Dash for Life. 

I thought of the day, when from 
the tower window of the prison 
castle across the valley, I watched 
a boy make a last bid for life. It 
was mid-afternoom on a summer's 
day. He came runhing from the 
red brick hospital buildings, dodg- 
ing like a wild thing among the

Three men followed 
him. The men carried guns, They 
didn’t fire, but they chased him 
to and fro in a ghastly game of 
hide-and-seek, In the end they 
caught him.

Before I left, I looked in at 
the prison castle. American truck 
drivers were wandering through 
the rooms I knew so well. 

Crates of empty soft-drink bot- 
tles were stacked in the yard. The 
barbed wire had been torn down 
and the wooden sentry-towers de- 
molished. German children, one 
with a Wehrmacht cap on his 
head, were making a camp fire 
of the wooden barriers, 

“Allo,” he cried as I passed by.

The practical results were large- 
These haphazard 
meetings accentuated differences 
between the great powers. They 
increased the feeling of the small- 
er powers that they were being 
subjected to great power dictator- 
ship. They heightened che suspi- 
cions of the nations which were 
left out of these gatherings that 
their interests were threatened. 
What was far worse in its long- 
range effects was that these con- 
ferences weakened the authority of 
the League of Nations at its very 
start. During the formative years 
when the greater powers should 
have strengthened the league as 
the only effective medium for pro- 
curing agreements on problems of 
international concern, the league 
was discarded in favor of fly-by- 
night conferences. 


Lesson Not Learned. 


Neither the government of 
Great Britain nor the government 
of the United States appears to 
have profited by the experience of 
those earlier years. 
Under any other circumstances, 
a visit to Washington by Prime 
Minister Attlee would have been 
altogether desirable. He is a 
statesman of proven sincerity of 
vision and of courage. Any nor- 
mal opportunity afforded officials 
of this government of conferring 
with him on postwar policy, as 
well as on any other questions in 
which the American and British 
peoples are directly interested, 
would necessarily be of outstand- 
ing value to both countries. 

But conditions since the failure 
of the London meeting of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers are 
dangerously abnormal. At this mo- 
ment a conference in which only 
the President of the United States 
nd the British and Canadian 
ee Ministers take part par- 
ticularly when that conference is 
heralded as an “atomic” confer- 
ence, must prove to be detrimen- 
tal to the re-establishment of any 
general international confidence. 


The United States, Great Brit- 


ain and Canada reached certain 
agreements regarding atomic se- 
crets during the Quebec meeting 
of August 1943. For the time being 
at least, any modification of those 
agreements could have been satis- 
factorily negotiated through dip- 
lomatic channels. 

Attlee’s visit under existing con- 
ditions will intensify Soviet sus- 
picions and accelerate the present 
Russian tendency to withdraw 
from any real international co- 
operation. It will incline the 
Soviet government to continue 
unilateral action in order to ob- 
tain what it regards as Russian 


security. 


Disturbing Reports. 


On Nov. 12 the press was filled 
with reports coming from British 
sources which asserted that the 
British government favored the 
pooling of all atomic secrets under 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil, provided that the Soviet gov- 
ernment would pledge itself “to 
subscribe whole-heartedly to the 
United Nations Organization,” in- 
form the British and American 
governments of all of its “political 
and territorial objectives” and ob- 
tain the prior approval of the two 
other major powers before it at- 
tempted to realize these objectives. 

As the New York Herald Trib- 
une so well phrased it in its edi- 
torial of Nov. 13, “To try to use 
the atom bomb as a means of 
browbeating Russia into a politi- 
cal straitjacket would be utter 
folly.” 

Notwithstanding official denial 
of these reports, the outstanding 
impression now left on world pub- 
lic opinion, as a result of Attlee’s 
visit to Washington, is that the 
three western democracies are 
intending to try to use the atom 
bomb in just that way.

The more the United States par- 
ticipates in maneuverings which 
are interpreted by the Soviet gov- 
ernment as designed to align the 
western nations against Russia, 
the more will the Soviet Union 
Ptend to consolidate and enlarge a 
sphere of influence in Asia, in the 
Near East and in eastern Europe. 

The more the United States at- 
tempts to utilize such processes in 
the manufacture of atomic energy 
as may still momentarily remain 
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secret as a threat to be held over 
Russia, the more will the fears 
and suspicions of the Soviet gov- 
ernment as to our ulterior pur- 
poses be magnified. 

If this trend continues, we will 
soon see not only a renewed arma- 
ments race, but a race in atomic 
weapons, 

The one hope still left us lies in 
the United Nations Organization. 

The joint statement of the Presi- 
dent and the Prime Ministers of 
Britain and of Canada offers en- 
couragement that the machinery 
of the UNO will at last now be 
brought into play. The statement 
declares that “a commission 
should be set up under the UNO 
to prepare recommendations for 
submission to the organization.” 

Unfortunately, the statement 
contains no indication how the 
proposed commission is to be ap- 
pointed, or whether it is to be re- 
sponsible to the Security Council 
or the Assembly of the world body. 


Task for Assembly. 


The Security Council and the 
military and scientific technicians 
serving under the council must ul- 
timateiy handle the question of 
preventing atomic energy from 
being used as a weapon of aggres- 
sion. 

But it is the Assembly which 
should assert its authority under 
the charter to appoint the pro- 
posed commission and to receive 
its recommendations as to the con- 
trol, supervision and utilization of 
atomic energy and of all future 
comparable scientific discoveries. 
It is the Assembly, composed of 
delegates of all of the United Na- 
tions—and not the Security Coun- 
cil, dominated as it will be at first 
by a few great powers—which is 
the only proper agency to reach 
decisions which will determine the 
destinies of all nations great or 
small. 

The first meeting of the Assem-+ 
bly will be held in London in 
January. 

Only if the Assembly, as the rep- 
resentative of all people, is thus 
empowered to deal with the vast 
problem which humanity now 
confronts, can we have any hope 
of dispelling the poisonous cloud 
of fear and suspicion which has 
blanketed the globe since the day 
when the first atom bomb fell on 
Hiroshima.

ering body. Many prisonérs were 
in pneumonia’s first stages al- 
ready. 

Meantime the Japanese doctors 
were looking down into the pit, 
where some of the unmovable 
wounded still lay. “Dysentery!” 
said the doctors, and ordered a 
general examinati®n. 


Painful Examination. 


In Japan, where things are 
mever dong the easy way if a pain- 
ful one exists, the diseases of 
evacuation are not checked as 
they are everywhere else. The 
Japanese use a long rod, which 
they insert, 

Laying down their atomizers, 
the Japanese internees went for 
the Americans with the long glass 
rods. The prisoners below, whose 
infection was unmistakable, were 
spared. But for reasons fathom- 
able only to the Japanese mind, 
the corpses lying on the deck, 
about 15 in number, had to be 
tested too, Every dead man under- 
went the same ignominy as his 
living comrades. 

The Japanese officials were also 
very dissatisfied that there were 
several among this last batch of 
dead whom ‘nobody could identify. 

A little clothing was distributed; 
some men got their first shirts, 
others their first shoes, An Army 
warrant officer, while changing 
back to his clothes after the “med- 
ical examination,” collapsed and 
died on the deck under the eyes 
of the Japanese doctors. 

last muster aboard ship 
was called. It showed 4385 men 
still alive (a few survivors say 

425). Many were sinking and be- 
yond recall. 

But the last voyage by sea 
had been ended with about one- 
half the men living who sur- 
vived the Formosan bombing, or 
a little more than one-fourth of 
the approximately 1600 men who 
left Bilibid prison on Dec. 13. 

The Japanese now ordered the 
prisoners ashore. They walked 
slowly about two blocks to a fac- 
tory auditorium in a large ware- 
house. 

“I took a fall making a 6-inch 
eurb,” says one officer. “Most of 
the men walked with sunken 
heads, dragging their heels. I 
could not understand why, as soon 
as we reached them, people on the 
sidewalks would put handker- 
chiefs to their faces. Then I rea- 
lized it wag because we smelled so 
terrific,” 


Americans Find Water. 


The first arrivals in the audi- 
torium, which was without seats, 
looked for water. “We found it, 
delicious and bitterly cold, in the 
inflow tank of a toilet.’ Before 
the Japanese could do anything, 
hundreds had lined up. They 
drove us back, but later they 
Joosened up and allowed us to go 
in-a few at a time.” 

The Japanese ordered them to 
take off their shoes. Few obeyed: 
they were beyond caring. The 
prisoners squatted on the’ con- 
fcrete floor, 

Rice was brought in, hot and 
tempting. But the Japanese or- 
dered it put aside until the roll 
call was made again, a matter of 
nearly an hour. Then there was 
an uplift talk by a new inter- 


preter. 

“In Japan,” he said, “food is 
very valuable. You must not 
waste any food. If you waste 
food, you will be shot.” 

The prisoners listened apa- 
thetically. It would not have 
moved them if he had said they 
would be boiled in oil. What 
mattered was that the rice was 
clean and white and even had 
some gingered radish in it, 
Volunteers were mustered to 
carry the extremely ill to a hos- 
pital, The party began to break 
up.

Of 
about 100 officers who went to 
Camp 1 near Fukuoka, about 30 
died. 

(Thus, of the 485 who reached 
Japan, about 168 died subsequently 
—only about 274 of the 1600 who 
started from Bilibid prison are 
believed to have survived the ter- 
rible ordeal. Some others died of 
other causes.) 

The hand of a long dead com- 
rade intervened to protect the 
lives of the weak but living. 
An Army warrant officer, Lacey 
O. Jenkins, had caught diph- 
theria in Takau. When the 
Americans asked for serum to 
cure him, Lt. Toshino and Mr, 
Wada simply turned their backs.

many can get along with,” one 
of these informasts told _ the 
Post-Dispatch. 

A third element in the situation 
represents those who fear Russia 
more than Germany, and want 
Germany rebuilt as a bulwark in 
Central Europe against Commu- 
nism. 

‘Fourth may be listed those who 
take a “business man’s view” of 
the situation—that Germany must 
pay the cost of her occupation 
and can do so only by rebuilding 
her industry. 

Tllustrative of the opposing view- 
points of the Allies is their fail- 
ure so far to agree on a Russian 
proposal for defining excessive 
concentration of economic power 
in Germany, or on any substitute 
for the Russian proposal. Rus- 
sian re ‘ésentatives wanted a spe- 
cific definition, suggesting as ex- 
cessive any) business which em- 
ploys more than 3000 persons and 
is capitalized at more than 25 mil- 
lion reichsmarks (10 million dol- 
lars at the old official rate of ex- 
change). 

Leas Specific Program. 

United States representatives 
countered with a much less spe- 
cific program. The British didn’t 
like even that, and a compromise 
was evolved, setting out a long list 
of factors to be considered in de- 
termining whether any enterprise 
represented an “excessive” con- 
centration of economic , power, 
Now the United States representa- 
tives are under instructions from 
Washington to draw up a law 
along the lines ofthe Russian pro- 
posal, but so far as is known here, 
nothing definite has happened. 

In the British Parliament there 
has been increasing criticism of 
the operation of the Potsdam 
declaration, coming from both La- 
bor and Conservative benches, on 
the ground that the penalties it 
imposes are too harsh. The ‘in- 
fluential London ‘Economist re- 
cently came out flatly with the 
assertion that the controls en- 
visaged at Potsdam are “probably 
impossible under any conditions.”

Although it differs from Pots-

genthau Plan” for Germany, 
which he drew up last year at 
the request of President Roose- 
velt, is a fairly close approxima- 
tion of what was done at Pots- 
dam, He wants German heavy 
industry — metals, chemicals and 
electric power~—destroyed; conver- 
sion of the Germans into a people 


tion of the Ruhr, and partition of 
what would be left of Germany 
into two states, northern anu 
southern. 

Yet Morgenthau had not fin- 
ishe . writing his book last Aug- 
ust before “our own leaders per- 
mitted a partial revival of these 
factories.” 

“Hardly were the zones of occu- 
pation formally set,” he wrote, 
|“than we began to hear that since 
Allied troops were on German 
soil, German factories would be 
‘used to supply them.” 

Bernard M. Baruch, the white- 
haired adviser of Presidents, 
‘would not go so far as Morgen- 
thau in stripping Germany of eco- 
nomic power, and not even so far 
‘as the stricter interpreters of 
Potsdam, but he is displeased with 
‘the way things have gone in the 
six months of Allied occupation 
of Germany. 

Baruch would have a supreme 
economic council not alone for 
Germany, but for Europe, and 
through it would seek to control 
Germany's economic development. 
Germany would be stripped of her 
war-making potential, and her in- 
dustrial output would be con- 
trolled for the benefit of all 
Europe which desperately needs 
manufactured goods for rebuild- 


ing. 
Baruch’s View. 

In Baruch’s view another har- 
vest should see Germany restored 
to food sufficiency, produced 
within her own borders, and in 
later years l::r industrial produc- 
tion should be trimmed to provide 
only a minimum standard of liv- 
ing, not exceeding that of her 
neighboring countries. Mean- 
while, intensive efforts would be 
made to rebuild and to build 
new industrial capacity in other 
éountries of Europe, so that they 
would not be dependent on Ger- 
many for manufactured products. 

The idea that the Potsdam de- 
cisions must be reviewed and mod- 
ified has found support in this 
country from the Foreign Policy 
Association, headed by Maj. Gen. 
Frank Ross McCoy, retired, The 
association wonders, in a recent 
bulletin, whether destruction of 
German industries other than 
those used specifically for war 
is desirable, “not only from the 
point of view of the Germans, 
but from the larger point of view 
of European economy.” 

It suggests the Allies should 
consider “whether control of Ger- 
man industrial production, to- 
gether with the control they in- 
tend to exencise over imports and 
exports, would not be more effec- 
tive in holding Germany to a 
peacetime economy than attempts 
to set arbitrary standards as to 
the extent and character of Ger- 
man production.” 

All: the debate has to do with 
problems far in the future, except 
in so far as decisions taken now 
indicate a trend toward ultimate 
disposition of the questions raised, 
Gen. Dwight D.: Eisenhower, in 
his last monthly report, said in- 
dustrial production in the Amer- 
ican zone was only 5 per cent of 
capacity and that it would be 
“some time” before Germany could 
attain even the minimum stand- 
ards contemplated at Potsdam. 
We need hhve, he said, “no fear 
of immediate resurgence of Ger- 
man war potential.” 


Gen. Eisenhower said discussion 
among the Allies had not yet 
worked out the determination of 
how, and at what level, Germany’s 
production was to be stabilized, 
but expressed confidence’ that 
these factors would be “brought 
into balance.” 

He reported that 22 plants in 
the American zone so far have 
been declared available for repara- 
tions. These represented 40 per 
cent of the zone’s shipbuilding 
capacity; 40 per cent of the ball 
bearing capacity; 30 per cent of 
the military explosives capacity, 
and 9 per cent of the electric 
power generating capacity. 

Two gunpowder plants in the 
American zone went up in smoke 
last week at the hands of Army 
Engineers and a few days later 
the British seized the Krupp plants 
at Essen. Last month the Allies 
took over the I. G, Farbenindus- 
trie, giant chemical and industrial 
trust, Yet this is only a starter 
toward what was contemplated at 
Potsdam. The work of demolition 
and seizure could go a lot further 
and still leave plenty of margin 
for revision of the Sotedamn 
formula,

PANAMA CANAL 
EXPANSION PLANS 
FOR PEACE, WAR 


Passage of Big Warships 
and Supply Vessels En- 
danger Locks as Well 


as Ships. 


By LESLIE HIGHLEY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
The Panama Canal is in line for 
expansion so that it can meet fu- 
ture needs of peacetime commerce 
and national defense. 

The canal met war requirements 
with little space to spare and mili- 
tary authorities say it no longer 
can handle the tremendous load 
it has to bear. 

Its importance in wartime can 
be measured, these military men 
say, by the fact that its capacity 
determined in many cases the size, 
particularly the width, of many a 
battleship and aircraft carrier 
planned for the Pacific campaign. 

When the canal was designed 
engineers didn’t dream of the big 
battleships, carriers and supply 
ships of today. The result was 
that many ships, especially car- 
riers, had to be stripped to pass 
through the canal in the midst of 
the Pacific war. This took long 
hours of work and caused great 


delay. 


Danger to Locks. 

Battleships of the latest type 
could hardly get through. Their 
106-foot width afforded a mere 
foot of clearance on each side. 
This was regarded by engineers as 
dangerous for the canal locks as 
well as for the ships, 

Maj. Gen. Joseph C, Mehaffey, 
governor of the Canal Zone, said 
that when one of the big carriers 
of the- Essex class was passing 
through the locks a part of the 
ship’s equipment on the bridge 
menaced the roof of the tower 
where the locks are controlled. 
It was necessary to remove this 
navigation equipment, which re- 
quired long and painful work. 

Some of the most modern car- 
riers, like the Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and the Coral Sea, could not 
go through the canal, They are 
wider than the two sets of locks 
now in use. 

A board studying the canal’s fa- 
cilities recommended in 1931 the 
construction of a wide: set of 
locks or the digging of a new 
ditch in Nicaragua. 

Congress authorized $227,000,000 
in 1939 for a third set of locks 
about a mile from the present 
ones. Construction was begun, 
but the war virtually halted it. 
Excavation of channels was com- 
pleted during the war, but the 
project did not progress beyond 
that because steel and cement 
could not be spared. 

With the war's experience, mod- 
ifications to the 1939 project are 
being planned. Legislation has 
been introduced on Congress to 
study and revise’ all plans of 
canal expansion and defense, The 
governor of the zone would be 
authorized to carry on this sur- 
vey and report to Congress before 
Dec. 31, 1947. 

Military experts say that large 
ships, like the latest types of air- 
craft carriers, probably will not 
be able to cross the isthmus be- 
fore 1950, 

These experts have said that a 
new set of locks should be at least 
140 feet wide, 1200 feet long and of 
a depth to accommodate ships hav- 
ing a draft of 45 feet, 


Anchorage Expansion. 

In addition to new locks, the 
Canal Zone program calls for ex- 
pansion of anchorage to take care 
of ships awaiting transit. The 
problem of anchorage was one 
which never had been raised be- 
fore the war. Now it is given 
considerable thought because 
often ships had to be lined up 
to await their turn. 

Defenses of the canal will also 
be the subject of immediate study. 
It was probably the most heavily 
guarded installation in the world 
during the war. Defenses were 
alerted constantly. The passage 
of warships, notably carriers, 
sometimes was used to test the 
defenses through simulated at- 
tacks, 

Some military experts say that 
during the war there was no pos- 
sibility of a surprise attack on 
the canal by sea or by air. 

Danger, if there were any, was 
seen in a land approach, but these 
experts have asserted that such 
an attack was next to impossible. 
While it was conceivable that an 
enemy could penetrate the de- 
fenses, it was not likely that he 
would do so With enough explo- 
sives to do any harm, 

The defenses were hidden s80 
completely that even a low flight 
over the canal disclosed almost 
no evidence of them. They ex- 
tended from the edge of the locks 
a great many miles in all di- 
rections, : 

While the Canal Zone was a 
war transport link of utmost im- 
portance, it was developed also 
as a war training area of first 
rank. The Navy operated a large 
PT boat training center on an 
island not far from Balboa. 

The Army had an extensive jun- 
gle training operation there, The 
Panamanian countryside was de- 
scribed by war veterans as worse 
than anything encountered on the 
Pacific islands.

ket, in which only a small part of 
the urban population, those with 
high incomes, can trade. 

The paying countries were con- 
siderably better off while Lend- 
Lease was still in effect but their 
status now will be determined by 
the financial negotiations now 
under way. Few of the German- 
occupied countries averaged more 
than a 1500-calory diet, except 
Denmark where the diet remained 
pretty close to the prewar level. 
Distribution of food under Lend- 
Lease and by the Army this year 
had raised the calory rate in 
France, for example, to about 
2300 and in Belgium to 2450. Since 
each country must now include 
food as well as machinery and 
raw materials among imports to 
be bought with its available ex- 
change or, in most cases, financed 
with loans, the individual govern- 
ments will have to decide their 
own minimum requirements. 
These will be passed on by the 
State Department and the Trea- 
sury and in the final analysis by 
Congress, which not only provides 
money for UNRRA but also must 
increase the capital of the Export- 
Import Bank to cover these for- 
eign loans. 

The amendment offered by the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee denying UNRRA funds to 
countries restricting freedom or 
the press, and which sent the 
$550,000,000 appropriation into 
conference, is only a mild sample 
of what can be expected.” 

No opposition has developed as 
yet to loans to the countries pay- 
ing for food, although the question 
is closely related to loans for re- 
construction purposes. 

Considerable opposition is ex- 
pected, however, to a renewal of

Divergent Viewpoints. 

The fight against another 
UNRRA contribution will be sup- 
ported by many divergent view- 
points. Some will oppose it on 
the ground the United States can 
not feed everybody who is hungry. 
Some will charge UNRRA with 
mismanagement, extravagance, in- 
efficiency and other high crimes, 
some of which UNRRA will plead 
guilty to, but which in the main 
are understandable in view of the 
size cf the job and the haste with 
which it has had to done, not to 
mention the war conditions in- 
volving lack of supply and trans- 
portation.

How Bitle, the Bartender, Won His 
Fight to Become a Biddle in Town 
Where the Biddles Reign Supreme

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 24. 
HAT’S in a name? “That 


which we call a rose by . 


any other name would 
smell as sweet,” Shakespeare 
wrote, and like most of his 
other aphorisms it is true as 
it is metric. 

But put a little reverse 
English on it and what do 
you have? Suppose we took 
a dandelion and called it a 
rose. That wouldn't get it a 
place in the horticultural 
shows, any more than chang- 
ing the name of Abraham 
Bitle, Russian-born bartender, 
to Biddle will get him into 
the sacrosanct columns of the 
Philadelphia. Social Register, 
where Biddles reign supreme. 

Not that Biddle, nee Bitle, 
will care, or wants to crash 
the blue blood ranks, He 
doesn’t. He is entirely satis- 
fied with the recent approval 
for changing the spelling of 
his name granted by the law, 
which isn’t always quite such 
“a ass—a idiot” as Dickens’s 
eg Bumble thought it might 
e 


Seeking legal approval for 
the changing of names is not 
unusual. The only thing that 
made it so in Bitle’s case was 
dhat a formal and dignified 
protest was registered with 
the court by an _ honest-to- 
goodness Biddle, who didn’t 
like the idea of the family 
name being scattered about. 

To understand the attitude 
of Maj. Charles J. Biddle, 
who made the protest, you 
pretty nearly have to be a 
native Philadelphian, or at 
least one of long standing. Be- 
cause the awe once conjured 
up by the name is dying out, 
even among the newer gen- 
eration of the Biddles them- 
selves, and a 1945 Prince of 
Wales, if there were one, 
would not be so nonplused by 
the name as was the one of 
1867. 

Everyone—at least in Phil- 
adelphia — has heard that 
story, possibly apocryphal. 
The late King Edward VII of 
England visited this country 
in 1867 when he was Prince 
of Wales and, like the Brit- 
ish invaders of 1778, was en- 
tertained regally by Phila- 
delphia society. At a brilliant 
function at the old Continen- 
tal Hotel, long since gone,

cadrille Lafayette. Trans- 
ferred to the United States 
forces, he shot down seven 
German planes to become one 
of America’s 63 aces, was 
wounded, decorated’ several 
times, cited by Gen. Pedsping 
and promoted.

But the name no longer car- 
ries distinction in itself. As 
was pointed out during the 
court hearings in the name- 
changing episode, there now 
are 175 Biddles in the Phila- 
delphia telephone directory, 
with occupations ranging 
from banker, broker and law- 
yer to chauffeur, laborer and 
junk dealer. HoWever, 83 of 
them very definitely are in 
the Social Register. 

A younger member of the 
family, asked just the other 
day how long the Biddle clan 
had been in America, said 
frankly he didn’t know. That 
could not possibly have hap- 
pened a generation ago, but 
it is characteristic of the 
younger Biddles. There is 
very little swank left but, as 
always, a lot of -noblesse 
oblige. 

As an instance, the young 
man mentioned finished col- 
lege in the depths of the de- 
pression and, at loose ends, 
got a job as office boy in a 
newspaper office. His bril- 
liant society wedding, coin- 
ciding neatly with his day off 
from work, was duly chron- 
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is signed Bitle. He was born in 
Russia, came to America with 
his parents 41 years ago, 
when he was three, and be- 
came a citizen when his par- 
ents were naturalized while 
he was still a minor. 

He owns his own three- 
story brick “row” house in 
a typical, modest old Phila- 
delphia neighborhood. It is 
comfortably furnished, neat 
and clean and there is no 
trace of the old country about 
him, his wife or their two 
boys, one in high school, the 
other in grade school. And 
both are registered in school 
as “Biddle.”

Neighbors rather look up to 
the Bitle-Biddles. Their home 
is the best kept in the row and 
people describe him as a fel- 
low who is “above being a 
bartender” and who always 
is ready to help someone who 
needs it, 

All was very bland and 
urbane at the court hearing. 
No one lost his temper and no 
one called anyone else a snob 
or an upstart. Bitle was 
represented by counsel, Major 
Biddle presented his own 
case, 


Bitle’s lawyer explained to 
the court the difficulties his 
client encountered because his 
name sounded like Biddle and, 
since everyone was familiar 
with that name, that was 
what he got. He said the 
names were “considered the 
same in business and social 
circles,” 

“What,” asked Judge Ales- 
sandroni, “does he use on his 
letterheads?” 

“He =dosen’t use _letter- 
heads, your honor,” was the 
reply. “He's a bartender.” 

Major Biddle agreed the 
court could use its discretion 
in ordering a change of name, 
but thought the reasons in the 
present case were “specious.” 

“No man worthy of his 
salt,” the Major said, “would 
be ashamed of his race. A 
Greek might have good reason 
to change to another Greek 
name, but certainly the court 
would not permit him to 
choose the name of a Turk 
or a Spaniard. Similarly there 
would appear no good reason 
why Mr. and Mrs. Bitle be 
permitted to adopt a name 
which would give the impres- 
sion they were of English ori- 
gin. 

“The real reason is that 
probably they wish to Angli- 
cize their name and in so 
doing adopt one which they

a long line of the elite passed 
him to pay their respects, 
and every few seconds the 
person doing the introducing 
would whisper in the Prince’s 
ear :“He’s a Biddle” or “She’s 
a Biddle.” 

Later in the evening the 
Prince got a cricket player of 
the team known internation- 
ally as the Gentlemen of 
Philadelphia to one side and 
whispered: “I say, old chap, 
pray tell me—what the devil 
is a biddle?”

There have been Biddles in 
Philadelphia since "way back 
when and, by and large, they 
have been splendid stock, rat- 
ing well up in average fam- 
ily brilliance and integrity, 
brains and national service, 
with the Edwardses and the 
Adamses of New England, the 
Lees and the Stuarts of Vir- 
ginia and other famous fam- 
ily lines in this country. Such 
lines inevitably produce some 
snobs and some runts, but in 
the long run the Biddles of 
Philadelphia have been an as- 
set to the country and as near 
to natural nobility as we have 
produced. 

Maj. Charles J. Biddle, he 
who marched onto the front 
pages by mildly protesting the 
changing of Mr. Bitle’s name, 
is distinctly not one of the 
snobs or runts. As a young 
man he abandoned his law 
practice in 1917, before Amer- 
ica entered the war, and 
sailed for France intending to 
enlist in an ambulance unit. 
On his arrival, French friends 
persuaded him 
French aviation 

wound up in the famous 


icled at length in the society 
columns of the paper employ- 
ing him—columns which are 
cracked by social nobodies 
about as often as the Liberty 
Bell is cracked, and that hap- 
pened last in 1835. 

Then he left his bride to go 
to Libya as a volunteer for 
the American Field Service 
after all the armed services 
turned him down for very 
bad sight. He bought, at his 
own expense, a dozen pairs 
of spectacles with telescopic 
lenses as a_ set-off against 
probable breakage. 

From Africa he wrote high- 
ly printable pieces, displaying 
a nice gift for colorful Eng- 
lish. But finding the Field 
Service too tame, he got first 
into the British Army, later 
the French, which were not 
as choosy about eyes as our 
own, and came home a lieu- 
tenant. 

That’s the way it is with 
the Biddles. There have been 
many of them in every war 
we have fought. 

For the benefit of the young 
man, and others, the Amer- 
ican Biddles are descended 
from William Biddle, a Lon- 
don bootmaker, who was a 
captain in Cromwell’s army, 
was jailed for preaching 
Quaker doctrines and brought 
his family to New Jersey in 
1681, a year before William 
Penn, 

As for Mr. Bitle-Biddle, 
much less is known. He isn’t 
talking. About his only com- 
ment has been that it’s a 
heck of a note when the gas 
company sends you a Dill 
made out to Biddle and then 


Es- rejects your check because it 


feel may bring some standing 
to them which they have not 
succeeded in creating for 
themselves. 

“We recognize fully that no 
man and no family has any 
copyright on a name, It also 
is perhaps true that as a re- 
sult of the accomplishments 
of the Biddle family during 
the more than 250 years since 
they first came to this coun- 
try, they may have acquired 
a certain distinction, We be- 
lieve that it at least carries 
with it a reputation for re- 
sponsiblity and honesty.”

In his decision permitting 
the change from Bitle to 
Biddle, Judge Alessandroni 
said: 

“While we find much to ad- 
mire in loyalty to an honor- 
able family name and tradi- 
tion, we cannot acknowledge 
to the objector such a pro- 
prietary interest in his fam- 
ily name as to prohibit a 
change which falls so clearly 
within the judicial doctrines 
previously decreed.” 

So that was that, and Bitle 
is now Biddle. One trifling 
little matter that was not 
mentioned in the court argu- 
ments remains to be told: The 
Biddles once changed their 
name, whether by court de- 
cree or by mere acquisition 
is not known. 

The fact remains that the 
name is Norman English and 
originally was de _  Bidulph. 
Just when it was changed to 
Biddle prior to the Seven- 
teenth century is not clear, 
nor is it known whether some 
English pub keeper named 
Biddle raised an objection.

They Want Roofs Over Their Heads 


Day After Day, Thousands of Persons Here Continue Futile Search for Decent Place to Live 


By Dick Terry 


erans’ Referral Center in the 

old Court House building, the 
young men with service buttons 
in their lapels sit, waiting. Some 
of them still have hope in their 
hearts, most of them have come 
to the center as a last resort. 
They have reached the point 
where they will grasp at straws. 

A young registered pharmacist, 
just out of the army, is happy 
with a new job with one of the 
largest drug concerns in St. Louis. 
Now, all he needs is a place to 
live. His face falls when he sees 
what is available. He is given 
his choice of four places, One is 
a sleeping room with no cooking 
facilities and no bath. It can be 
had for $15 a week, Then there 
is a woman who is willing to put 
a bed in the living room and give 
some couple—no children, mind 
you—part-time use of the kitchen 
and bath. For all this beneficence 
she is asking only $16.50 a week. 

“But,” says the young man, “my 
wife is going to have a baby-~— 
we've got to have some kind of a 
place—I can pay 50, 60 dollars a 
month, it isn’t that—my job de- 
pends on getting a place to live!” 


In the office of the St. Louis 
Housing Authority, which oper- 
ates Clinton Peabody Terrace, a 
veteran arises from a chair at an 
application desk and walks si- 
lently toward the door. His mouth 
is set in a grim line, but there is 
a look bordering on panic in his 
eyes. And on the desk, where his 
hands have been, there are two 
damp spots. 


“He’s one of the calm type,” 
says the interviewer sadly. “Not 
all of them have so much control. 
Some get mad. They want to 
know if this is what they've been 
fighting for. I can’t blame them. 
But I'd a lot rather they got mad 
--I'd even rather have them hit 
me right in the teeth—than have 
them break down, like some of 
them do. You see their lips start 
to tremble, and you know what’s 
coming. I usually take them into 
a private office, and leave them 
alone. After a while they get con- 
trol of themselves. It’s tough, 
when you know they have abso- 
lutely no place to go.” 


In the office of a real estate 
company a young veteran and his 
wife, having exhausted the possi- 
bilities of finding a house or apart- 
ment to rent, have decided to 
sound out the possibility of buying 
a house, using their savings as a 
down payment. 


“Certainly,” says the real estate 
salesman; “in fact, I’ve got a 
good buy right now. Just came 
in yesterday. It’s a house in the 
county, and you can get it for 
$30,000.” i 


These cases indicate how the 
seams of St. Louis have been 
stretched to the bursting point. 
Victims of the housing shortage 
can now be numbered in the 
thousands. And their ranks are 
swelling every day. Thousands of 
veterans, already returned, and 
already sadly acquainted with the 
situation, are advancing from de- 
lusion into bitterness. And, ac- 
cording to the figures of the Asso- 
ciated Draft Boards, they are ar- 
riving to the tune of 300 to 400 
daily. 


2 | N the waiting room of the Vet- 
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OST of them are men who, a 
M year ago, were sleeping on the 

frozen ground, or in a fox hole 
in the heat of the tropics, or stand- 
ing watch on a ship far at sea. 
They were dreaming of a home— 
a house they could rent or buy, 
an apartment at least as nice as 
the one they gave up when they 
went to war. But they are re- 
turning to find that their best 
prospect is a park bench. 


They are doubling up with par- 
ents, relatives or friends. Every- 
where you go, you hear it: “Do 
you know of anything—I’m living 
with my parents now, but I can’t 
stay long and I’ve got to find a 
place.” Or, “I’m staying with my 
uncle, but his son is coming home 
next week, and there won’t be 
room for all of us, so my wife 
and I will have to leave.” 


Meantime, they make the dreary 
and fruitless rounds—from real 
estate office to referral center, to 
newspaper office to get the first 
edition of the want ads, and then 
to rush to the pitifully few places 
being advertised. “And,” as one 
hardened home-seeker said, “you 
soon learn there’s something rad- 
ically wrong with the place, or it 
wouldn’t be advertised.” 


At the Referral Center they have 
2000 applications on file now, and 
they are doing well if they have 
a half dozen places to offer. And 
even those places are likely to be 
sub-standard. Most of them are 
sleeping rooms for a single person 
or a couple only—no children, of 
course—or perhaps a sleeping room 
with part-time use of the kitchen 
and with bathroom privileges. 


“Applications are coming in now 
at the rate of 40 a day,” says Ken- 
neth Simpson, who is in charge of 
rentals at the center. And so far 
we have been able to find places 
for 102 veterans. So, it hasn't 
been entirely futile. If nothing 
else, the fact that someone seems 
interested, and is trying to /help 
them, seems to raise their morale.” 

About 60 per cent of the vet- 
erans who want a home, Simpson 
said, have children. And about 
12 per cent of the pitifully few 
places listed will allow children. 
Virtually every case is urgent, 
families being evicted, or hus- 
bands returning from overseas, 

“We have many cases of wives

who are in the worst fix of all,” 
said Simpson. “For instance, we 
had a case the other day of a 
young wife, whose husband is 
still in the army, and who has 
two small children, one a year 
and a half old, and the other 
eight months. Her landlord tried 
to evict her, but he found that 
he couldn't. So now he is trying 
to force her out by making her 
life so miserable she will have 
to leave. At night, when she gets 
the babies to bed, he starts slam- 
ming doors and making other 
loud noises, to keep the babies 
awake. She is desperate, and 
wants to get out of there. But 
there is no place for her to go.” 

Then there is the case of an- 
other young wife whose husband 
is still in the Army. She is go- 
ing to have a baby in a few weeks. 
Which is why she can’t even find 
a room. No one wants to rent 
to her because of the impending 
baby. She is perfectly able to pay 
for comfortable quarters, but at 
present she is sleeping on a straw 
mattress in the attic of some peo- 
ple who had no rooms to spare, 
but who took pity on her. 
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Theodore Mansell, a young 

married woman, mother of 
three children. She and her family 
had lived in comfortable apart- 
ments until he went to the Army. 
Since then she has been shoved 
from pillar to post, and is now liv- 
ing in two rooms which are just a 
cut above slum standards. The 
only toilet is in a dirt-floored cel- 
lar. 

“When my husband got home 
from the Army,” she said, “and 
saw how we were living, he broke 
down and cried.” 

A short time ago Mrs. Mansell’s 
nephew returned from the Army, 
and he and his wife found them- 
selves in the same fix. The Man- 
sells took them in, Now there are 
six people in the two rooms. “I

would say,” Mrs. Mansell says, 
“that I have been turned down 
more than a hundred times on 
apartments which were vacant be- 
cause they wouldn’t take chil- 
dren.” ° 

To get a cross-section of the sit- 
uation, one need only call on any 
of the 250 to 300 people who place 
frantic appeals in the want ad 
sections for places to ‘ive. Mrs. 
Robert Knies has been staying 
with an aunt and an uncle in 
Webster Groves. But her aunt and 
uncle have but one bedroom in 
their small apartment. They have 
given that to Mrs. Knies and her 
six-weeks-old baby and two-year- 
old daughter, and are sleeping on 
the back porch. 

Mrs. Knies had been living in 
Moberly, where her father lives. 
But when her landlady sold the 
house she had been living in, she 
evicted Mrs. Knies so she could 
have her apartment. So Mrs. 
Knies came to St. Louis. She went 
to stay with some other relatives, 
but a son came home from the 
service and she had to leave there 


and go to her aunt and uncle. 

“I’m going back to Moberly,” 
she said, “which means I'll prob- 
ably have to put my father out of 
his room.” Mrs. Knies was hold- 
ing the oldest child in her arms, 
and the baby, sick with colic, 
could be heard crying upstairs. 
Mrs. Knies brushed her hair out 
of her eyes. “There’s going to be 
a lot of suicides before this thing 
is over,” she said. 
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is repeated, and it doesn’t 
make much difference if people 
have $80 a month, or $800. All find 
themselves in the same boat, 
There is the case of a wife of a 
doctor who has been in the army 
for the past three years. It is 
typical of the experiences of the 
house hunter who can afford to 
pay top prices. They gave up 
their apartment here when he 
when into the army, and she went 
with him to California, A month 
or so ago, when he learned he 
would be discharged around the 
first of the year, she started mak- 
ing plans to pick up their lives 
where the war had interrupted. 
“Before I left California, I wrote 
dozens of letters to friends and 
real estate people,” she _ relates, 
“and the day I got back I started 
following them up by telephone, 
but with no results. Then | start- 
ed advertising. [ put a ‘very 
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dramatic’ ad in the paper, headed 


‘baby expected,’ and offered to rent 
or sublet either an apartment or 
a house. I got five responses. One 
of them made me feel good be- 
cause it was from a man in the 
navy who had been through this 
same thing and would rent only 
to people in the service. But it 
was a flat, renting for $70 a month 
with no refrigeration and I would 
have had to stoke the furnace my- 
self. The rest were out of the 
question. And it isn’t that I can’t 
live almost any place, because 
after five years of army life, I’ve 
lived in some mighty strange 
places. 


“I heard about the REA moving 
out, and I tracked down one of 
the houses. It was a duplex, but 
the couple who owned it lived in 
the other half, and they wouldn’t 
rent to anyone with children, or 
anyone under 50. They were sorry 
for me, but they just couldn’t 
stand the noise. I found another 
apartment, shabby but genteel, 
and just when I thought I had it, 
I was told that the owner had 
promised it to someone else. I 
offered all kinds of inducement— 
I know it’s illegal, but you reach 
the point where you can’t have 
any illusions about that—but even 
that wouldn’t get me a place. 


“IT learned of an apaytment 
which was going to be subleased, 
only to find out that the tenant 
wanted $110 for an apartment for 
which he was paying $65. I con- 
sidered buying, but I soon learned 
that I couldn’t pay the inflated 
prices for the houses offered. As 
for rental agents, things have 
reached the point where you can 
just be grateful if they don’t hang 
up in your ear. I’m first on the 
waiting list at many places, so I’m 
told—” 

At present she is living with 
her sister and family. She has a 
small daughter and is expecting 
another child soon.

CROSS town a young couple 
A= their baby—the husband 

has been overseas twice—are 
living with the wife’s parents in a 
small apartment above a grocery 
store. There is only one bedroom, 
so the young couple sleep on the 
sofa. The baby’s crib is in the 
dining room. The inevitable fric- 
tion is beginning to appear. “We 
want a place of our own,” the 
wife said. Any place. “I’ve been all 
over town, but what few places I 
could find, they don’t want chil- 
dren, The only place I could find 
that would take chijdren had con- 
crete floor, like a basement.” 

At the St. Louis Housing Au- 
thority you can read the case 
histories for yourself. They’re all 
on the level because they’ve been 
investigated. A good example is

the family consisting of parents 
and seven children, the oldest 15, 
the youngest 11 months. 


Early in the war the father 
took the family to the west coast 
and worked in a shipyard. Since 
they came back, some 10 months 
ago, they have been living in two 
rooms in a basement—all they 
could find. There igs no running 
water. There is one toilet which 
they share with four families. It 
is out of order and has to be 
flushed with a bucket, 


A veteran who has been out of 
the army since October 8&8, finally 
landed in an attic apartment 
which, he says, “you wouldn't 
have a dog live in.” It has no 
heat, no furniture to speak of, 
and no water if any of the other 
tenants below is running the 
water. His wife is ill, due to the 
lack of heat. For this he is pay- 
ing $75 a month. 

“I left a good apartment when 
I went into the army,” he says 
bitterly, “and I ought to be en- 
titled to a good apartment now. 
I can afford to pay $75 or $80 for 
a place, but I want something for 
my money. Hoth the city and the 


ments for permanent guests are . 
no longer taking applications for 
apartments. One such hotel, in 
the west end, told a house hunter 
they had cut their suites into sin- 
gle rooms, because they could 
make more money that way. 
When he asked about one of the 
permanent apartments, hé was in- 
formed, without any ~ mincing of 
words, that they were doing their 
best to get the tenants out of 
those, because then they could al- 
so cut them up into individual 
rooms and get as much as $100 
a month more out of them than 
they are getting at present, 
Many are the questions that fill 
the minds of the homeless. How 
did it all start? What’s the cause 
of it? When will it end? And, who 
is to blame? Everyone wants to 
blame someone, and those getting 
the blame include the real estate 
people, the OPA, the war workers, 
the city and the government. 
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HE situation is the result of 
j not one thing, but a combinae 
tion of things. The influx of 
wartime workers into St. Louis has

something about it. I can’t live 
in this place much longer, and if 
necessary I will leave St. Louis;

D search goes on, while nerves 

get more ragged and tempers 
get shorter. People find themselves 
resorting to measures they would 
have considered shocking in nor- 
mal times. “I never thought I 
would come to such a thing,” one 
man said after. living in a hotel 
room with his wife and child for 
several. weeks, “but I actually 
started watching the death notices 
and I called several places where 
there had been deaths in the fam- 
ily, to see if it would mean a va- 
cant house or apartment.” 


Every house hunter has friends 
and relatives on the lookout for 
them, and most places seem to be 
found these days through word of 
mouth instead of the usual chan- 
nels. ‘ 

Rewards, as they are called, 
ranging from $100 to $500 are be- 
ing offered, and in some cases, 
demanded. Its a criminal offense 
to receive such a bonus, but the 
returning veterans, unaware of 
the fact, and finding it a common 
practice on every side, look upon 
it as merely part of the present 
picture. 

Agencies which formerly under- 
took to find houses and apart- 
ments have given up. The Real 
Estate Exchange has announced 
that it can no longer be of assist- 
ance, and the Service Wives Cen- 
ter of the Red Cross has given up 
in despair. 

Many home hunters, with their 
wives and families, are living in 
hotels, as long as the hotels will 
let them. All hotels are filled to 
capacity and strictly transient ho- 
tels have limited the stay to five 
days. Hotels which have apart- 
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been variously estimated at from 
60,000 to 100,000. During prewar 
days there was much doubling up 
of familes in a single dwelling. 
With wartime prosperity they 
spread out into homes of their 
own. Many old houses have been 
wrecked and are off the market, 
and the ordinary rate of build- 
ing, which would have offset this 
in normal times, has fallen off to 
nothing due to priorities, high cost 
of material and _ shortage of 
skilled labor. Some builders are 
waiting until OPA regulations 
have been removed. 


Despite efforts of real estate 
dealers to minimize it, there is 
no doubt that many houses are 
being “hoarded” to take advan- 
tage of*spiralling prices. If a 
house is occupied, the purchaser 
has to wait six months to get pos- 
session. An empty house, into 
which the purchaser can move in 
immediately, is often worth, as 
much as $1000 more to him. So 
the house sits vacant until some- 
one comes along to pay the in- 
flated price, and someone always 
does.

OME apartments are being 
S hoarded by owners of apartment 

buildings which are for sale, 
One apartment is kept vacant as 
an inducement to a _ prospective 
purchaser, and things have about 
reached the point where anyone 
with enough money would buy the 
building to get the apartment, 
whether he wanted to own an 
apartment building or not. 


Meantime, the people without 
a home sit in the referral center, 
call the real estate office every 
day, follow up the shallowest of 
rumors about a vacant house or 
apartment, and meet with nothing 
but frustration. And in the mean- 
time also, it is the subject of 
universal discussion. In fact, it 
is doubtful if anything in years 
has been the subject of as much 
discussion. And ag little action. 


Ozark Scene 


Mass Migration 
Of the Robins 


By Leonard Hall 


WN a trip to the Ozarks last week we observed a remarkable 

phenomenon of migration. Our journey took us by a 

round-about way to our destination at Round Spring on 

the Current River so that, instead of heading out Highway 66

highway runs westward for 

50 miles or more, and for 

the first 30 you see scarce 

ly a human habitation as 

the road winds through the 

Clark National Forest. 

There are a few deserted 

farmsteadg along the way 

which are _ reverting to 

woodland. Here and there a 

side road dropg from the 

ridgetop down through the 

timber and you can be 

pretty sure it leads to some 

secluded farm settlement 

scattered along a creek bot- 

tom. But in the main, there is nothing but the cut-over 

serub timber typical of the Ozark terrain. There are, of 

course, plantations of young pine growing under the watch- 

ful eye of the Forest Service and these will one day mature 

into marketable timber. Suddenly as we drove along, we 

noticed a large band of robins crossing the highway. They 

penetrated the woods as far ag we could see on each side 

of the road. They were at least a mile in depth and per- 

haps more. But the remarkable thing was that the farther 

we drove, the more robins we saw. There must have been 

several thousand birds in each mile stretch of road and it 

was not until we had traversed some 12 miles that we ran 

out of the migrating flock. I am convinced that 50,000 

robins would have been a conservative estimate of the num- 

ber we saw. The band was moving in a northwesterly direc- 

tion and so, for the moment at least, was not migrating to 
the southland. 
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Indeed it has been my experience that if the win- 
ter stays mild, these birds will remain gathered in 
large flocks in the Ozark forest until spring. I can 
remember from boyhood finding such bands of robins 
deep in the woods on a winter’s day, flying back and 
forth and calling cheerfully to each other. But never 
have I seen them in such large numbers this far 
north as we did last week. 
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@ LATER, DOWN AT ROUND SPRING where we were 
spending the week-end, we saw large flocks of migrating 
geese and brant. Most of them were too high to distinguish 
which they were, but after we had gone to bed one night 
we heard a flock traveling very low. They finally came to 
rest on fhe gravel bars of Spring Creek where they stayed 
for a few moments before heading south again. It was a 
night of fog and light rain and the birds might have been 
attracted by the pool of light surrounding the little hotel 
where we stayed. We found the quail population of that 
part of Current River Valley to be practically non-existent. 
June rains and a small hatch might have been part of the 
reason, but I am sure that over-grazing of the small fields 
along the river which had destroyed practically all cover was 
an equally important factor. There may have been some 
birds scattered through the timber on the steep hillsides 
which, indeed, furnish fair food and cover, But quail in such 
country must range over a far greater territory for their 
feed than they do in a level terrain where there are stubble 
fields and corn shocks, interspersed with patches of under- 
growth which furnish safe cover from predators. 
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@ UP HERE AT HOME THERE IS A SIMILAR shortage 
of quail, but here I think the matter can be blamed almost 
entirely upon the hatching season. Many nests and young 
broods were undoubtedly drowned out during the June rains 
and by flood waters which came up over the bottom fields. 
The food and cover this autumn are better than at any time 
since we've been at Possum Trot, yet the quail just aren't 
here thig season. This, of course, is a local condition and 
one which may easily be remedied by next autumn, The 
matter becomes one of carrying through the winter those 
few birds which we do have, even though it is possible that 
with our good food and cover conditions other pairs might 
move in next spring. 
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Our song bird population is in sharp contrast to 
that of the quail. Most of the woodland trees and 
shrubs which bear a crop of seeds and berries are 
well-filled. There are plenty of acorns, walnuts, hick- 
ory nuts and hazelnuts. The bittersweet and wild 
grape have borne a full crop of berries, as has the pos- 
sum haw, or deciduous holly, and the hawthorns. The 
persimmon trees were full, although high winds have 
brought most of their fruit tumbling to the ground. 
But the chickadees are here in force, and the titmice, 
as well,

Guarding War's Greatest Secret 


Counter Intelligence Corps Had a 
Few Bad Moments in Its Two and 


Half Year Job of Insuring Complete 


Secrecy for Atom Bomb Program 


A MAN TOLD A CARPENTER'S WIFE THAT HE KNEW THAT HER HUS- 


BAND WAS WORKING

OAK RIDGE, Tenn., Nov. 24. 

N THE tense days that pre- 
| ceded the dropping of the first 

atomic bomb that made hash 
of Hiroshima, a letter fell into the 
hands of the Intelligence and Se- 
curity Division of the Manhattan 
Engineer District which set the 
Counter Intelligence Corps boys 
into a tizzy that could have been 
recorded on a seismograph on 
Honshu: Island. 

Charged with the responsibility 
of guarding the war’s greatest 
secret, the C.LC, (whose secret 
agents were known among em- 
ployes on the atom bomb project 
as the “creeps”) thought they had 
done a pretty good job of hood- 
winking everybody, including a 
few foreign spies, as to just what 
we were up to in the realm of 
nuclear science. Then, right out 
of the United States mails, came 
a letter from a gent down in 
South Carolina asking, of all 
things, where he could “secure a 
small quantity of Uranium-235.” 

Not only did he mention that 
most unmentionable of all un- 
mentionable substances—Uranium- 
235—by name, but he addressed 
the letter to top-secret scientist 
Dr. Arthur Holly Compton, chan- 
cellor of Washington University, 
whose connection with the atom 
bomb project was so undercover 
that the good doctor even had to 
forget his own right name. 

To make a long story short and 
anticlimactic, it turned out that 
this gent down in South Carolina 
was some sort of an amateur 
magician. He could make a light 
bulb held between a person’s teeth 
light up simply by shaking hands 
with that person. He could make 
phosphorous bubble and boil in 
water. He thought that with a 
little Uranium-235 he could bol- 
ster the bag of tricks with which 
he had been entertaining the na- 
tives at picnics. 


“The darn fool would no doubt 
have killed himself if he’d got 
hold of some U-235, but that’s not 
the point,” a couple of young 
C.1.C. lieutenants, who worked on 
this case, told me here at Oak 
Ridge, Manhattan District Head- 
quarters. “He sure gave us some 
bad moments.” 

When the lieutenants, members 
of a staff of 150 officers and 160 
enlisted men of the Intelligence 
and Security Division, whose job 
it was to prevent leaks of any 
kind in the great secrecy program 
surrounding the atomic bomb, got. 
t® the bottom of the case, it was 
all simple enough. How did the 
South Carolina man know about 
Compton's connection with the 
bomb project? He didn’t. He just 
knew Compton by reputation for 
his research in atomic energy be-

cause his own son had gone to 
school with Compton’s son. And 
about all he knew about U-235 
was that he had read someplace 
a long time ago that a hunk of 
U-235 the size of a pinhead would 
run a ship or heat a house for a 
year, 


For two and one-half years, the 
C.L.C., under tough “Chief Creep” 
Col. William B. Parsons, head of 
the Security and Intelligence Di- 
vision, worked day and night, in- 
vestigated thousands of cases of 
“loose talk,” soft-soaped newspa- 
per and radio editors, preachers 
and-lecturers into foregoing any- 
thing even approaching specula- 
tion on atomic bomb development. 
Parsons and his staff got their re- 
ward on August 6 when the best 
kept secret in the world turned 
Honshu Island into succotash and 
a startled United States popula- 
tion learned that we had staked 
two billion dollars on the great- 
est scientific gamble in history — 
and won. 


Bulk of the big job of safe- 
guarding this stupendous secret 
was in investigating cases of 
“loose talk.” 


“Now that the secret’s out,” Col. 
Parsons said, “we know that we 
can chalk ninety-nine percent of 
al] security breaks up to careless- 
ness, curiosity or ignorance.” 


No mention of anything con- 
nected with atomic energy was too 
passing to escape investigation by 
the C.I.C. Down south one Sun- 
day a preacher delivered a sermon 
on “startling power.” The C.1C. 
boyS were there on Monday to 
find out where the good preacher 
got his information. They discov- 
ered he had based his sermon on 
an old religious tract issued by a 
Bible institute. When the C.I.C. 
boys got through with the 
preacher they had him convinced 
that it would be best to omit 
mention of scientific manifesta- 
tions of “startling power” and 
stick to straight religion. 

Then there was the case of a 
man in Chicago who lived next 
door to the wife of a carpenter 
working on the Santa Fe (N. M.) 
project. The man told the carpen- 
ter’s wife that he knew definitely 
that her husband was working on 
rocket bombs. The wife got upset, 
thinking her husband might be 
blown to bits, and wrote her hus- 
band to come home immediately.

The husband reported the case to 
Security; the C.I.C. boys went to 
work: and within 24 hours not 
only had the carpenter's wife 
calmed down but had convinced 
the man who claimed to “know it 
all” that he was powerfully mis- 
taken. 


So secret was the work on the 
atomic bomb that very few of the 
160,000 workers employed in the 
various installations had any idea 
of what they were doing. To keep 
them from speculating about their 
jobs outside of “office hours,” the 
Manhattan District promoted a 
“secrecy sales program” to sell 
employes on the value of keeping 
their mouths shut. Civilian coun- 
ter intelligence corps were organ- 
ized among the various contract- 
ing and sub-contracting firms of 
the project, operating under the 
direction of a fast-talking young 
man who had worked his way 
through Harvard law school by 
emceeing Boston stage shows and 
leading a dance band. 


“On the face of it, the program 
sounds corny as hell,” Frank W. 
Hand, Chief of the Security Edu- 
cation Program says. “But it was 
just a case of capitalizing on good 
American horse sense and it all 
boils down to this: If Uncle Sam 
Says it’s necessary to keep your 
mouth shut, brother it’s neces- 


sary.” 
H ous companies were all in- 

structed to stress the need for 
“co-operation in keeping a great 
secret.” But one old gentleman, a 
timekeeper elected to the job of 
head security man for his plant, 
had his own ideas about things. He 
always wound up his security lec- 
ture to new employes with this 
little sermon: “You all know about 
the espionage act and how you 
can get a $10,000 fine and three 
years in jail if you violate it and 
furthermore all who are deceitful 
the Lord will punish.” 


Just how little the employes on 
the various installations knew 
about their particular jobs is illus- 
trated by the story of a. young 
lady whose task it was to watch a 
certain dial located over a con- 
veyor belt. As items of equipment 
came along the conveyor belt, the 
dial occasionally would register ac- 
tivity. The young lady believed 
that this dial detected flaws in 
the equipment and whenever the 
dial wiggled she would remove cer- 
tain pieces of equipment and toss 
them into acontainer marked 
salvage. o 

Not until after the bomb Secret 
was out did she discover that in- 
stead of consigning equipment to 
the waste can, she had for months 
been helping to save valuable 
equipment to which particles of

uranium had adhered by contami- 
nation with the process gases. 
These pieces of equipment were 
later treated by a secret process 
to remove these valuable particles, 


One of the special security jobs 
of the C. I. C. was the guarding of 
the identity of the top-secret scien- 
tists. At the peak of atom bomb 
activity just before the test was 
made at Alamogordo, N. M., 
twenty hand-picked young men of 
the C. I. C. were assigned to a 
special detail. It was their job, 
not only to act as a sort of se- 
curity chaperon to these hard- 
working, and sometimes eccentric 
geniuses, in the realm of nuclear 
physics, but to play nursemaid to 
them on occasion, It was just as 
important to the success of the 
atom bomb project that one of 
these atom bomb geniuses not be 
run over by an automobile while 
crossing a street as it was that 
he not be picked off by the bullet 
of an espionage agent. 


“The scientists were wonder- 
ful,” says Col, Parsons, “but I’m 
afraid at times they found it a 
bit trying to be accompanied ev- 
ery place by a member of the 
C.I.C-. Our boys, though, felt it 
a special privilege to be associated 
with these men.” 


There is the story of the 
physicist who took great de- 
light in giving the slip to his 
bodyguard. On one occasion, 
when he had eluded the young 
C.I1.C. man assigned to him, he 
was comfortably ensconced in the 
parlor car of a train headed for 
Oak Ridge. In the car were two 
young Army officers, who, just 
before the journey was over, made 
off with the scientist’s brief case. 
At the gates of Oak Ridge, the 
excited scientist bereft of his brief 
case, was met by the two Army 
officers he had met on the train. 


“Sir,” one of them told him, “we'll 
have to report you to the C.I.C.” 
The scientist later learned that 
the trick was staged to cure him 
of his cute little habit of trying 
to elude his bodyguard. 


In the absent-minded professor 
tradition is this story of Dr. Ar- 
thur Holly Compton, who at times 
was required to travel under the 
name of A. H. Comus and at oth- 
ers as Dr. Holly. On a transcon- 
tinental plane, Dr. Compton was 
approached by the stewardess who 
was checking the seat spaces. 
When asked his name Dr. Comp- 
ton couldn’t think what his name 
was for that particular day and 
place, and was apparently about to 
tell the stewardess that he hadn’t 
the faintest idea, when his C.IL.C. 
bodyguard came to the rescue. 
Pretending that the good doctor 
was somewhat addled in the head, 
the bodyguard gave the name to 
the stewardess.

Quite often, as in the case of 
Dr. Enrico Fermi, great friend- 
ships developed between the scien- 
tists and their bodyguards. Fermi 
drew as his aide John Baudino of 
Norris, Ill., graduate of Knox Col- 
lege and the University of Illinois. 
John had a bachelor’s degree in 
law and knew nothing of nuclear 
physics, but to prevent Fermi from 
discussing the taboo subject with 
the world in general, he kept the 
great doctor busy explaining 
things to him. Soon Baudino found 
himself in a stra nge position. 
Fermi, noted Italian scientist, 
would introduce Baudino to other 
top scientists on the project as 
“my colleague” and whisper, 
“Johnny knows so much about 
this project he should have body- 
guard, too.” 
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HE scientists’ neglect of their 
T ow personal safety was a spe- 

cial headache for several of the 
bodyguards, Dr. Niels Bohr, the 
refugee Danish scientist, was a 
confirmed jaywalker. So was Pro- 
fessor Ernest O. Lawrence of the 
University of California whose 
work often took him to Chicago 
where the Manhattan District 
maintained an important labora- 
tory. The professor would cross 
Chicago lakeside streets against 
traffic, pounding himself on the 
chest and exclaiming over the 
quality of the lake breezes. 

No scientist or army official was 
too big to escape the tentacles of 
the C.1.C. security program. In 
the files at Oak Ridge I Saw an 
index of 2300 cases dealing with 
one phase of security alone—the 
locking of safes containing secret 
documents. 


“If somebody left a safe open 
and it was discovered at 3 a. m., 
he’d have to get out of bed and 
inspect and then lock the safe 
even if he was a general,” a young 
C.LC, lieutenant explained. ‘‘Peo- 
ple who had to work with the se- 
cret files developed all sorts of 
reminders for themselves. In this 
department we used to put our 
hats in the safe to remind our- 
selves to lock it before we left 
the office.” 


So far the C.I.C. boys aren't giv- 
ing out much information about 
actual cases involving espionage 
by enemy agents but they say that 
the records show that Hitler’s spy 
system wasn’t what it was cracked 
up to be. In iact, so far as is 
known at the present time, the 
only case in which the C.LC. ac- 
tually got the run-around con- 
cerns two youngsters who lived 
right on the Oak Ridge reserva- 
tion which covers 59,000 acres and 
at peak activity had a population 
of about 75,000 people. 

Before the C.LC. caught up with 
these two youngsters they had for 
some time been publishing a 
school paper which contained a 
comic strip depicting the adven- 
tures of a character named, of all 
things, “Atom Man.”

HAD my first Korean dinner 
| last night and it was interest- 

ing, but generally speaking and 
at the risk of seeming ungracious, 
the heck with it. The host was a 
rich Korean merchant, formerly 
an ardent Jap collaborator, noW 
collaborating as fast as he can 
with the Americans. 

Dinner was served in a cramped 
paper-walled dining room to a 
dozen guests squatted around a 
low pearl-inlaid ebony table. A 
glittering mountain of a cabinet 
of pearl and ebony filled one end 
of the room except for a row of 
the collaborator’s expensive cow- 
hide luggage piled on top of it. 
The other end of the room was 
decorated with a rack upon which 
hung odds and ends of drying 
laundry.

The guests were all male and 
the collaborator’s wife and her 
five children remained unob- 
trusively out of sight except for 
padding in through the sliding 
doors with frequent courses.

EORGE ANTHEIL, the boy

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ANTHEIL’S CAREER divides 
itself into several phases. As a

own. That was in the early 
twenties. Germany was about to 
enter the period of inflation and 
Central Europe in general was po- 
litically restive. In Budapest, so 
Antheil relates, the audience was 
squabbling so much he couldn't 
hear himself play.

This 
composition was scored for eight 
pianos and a whole series of per- 
cussion instruments, with an air- 
plane motor thrown in, and was 
given its first performance in 
Paris under the direction f Vladi- 
mir Golschmann.

Take My Word 
For It 
By Frank Colby 


ROM Pfc. M. H. Cullen, Camp 
F Pendleton: In a recent column 

discussing the two pronuncia- 
tions of “Saga,” you say, “The lat- 
ter, to my ears at least, is the 
most pleasing.” A_ superlative 
adjective for the comparison of 
two objects or things? I find no 
authority for it. Colby, 
wrong! 

Answer: A number of other 
readers have chided me for not 
saying, “more pleasing,” in accord- 
ance with the rule for the com- 
parative and superlative degrees. 

It is a nice point of grammar. 
When comparing two only, such 
comparatives as better, larger, 
more, less, etc., are used. In com- 
paring more than two, the superla- 
tives best, largest, most, least, are 
used. 

However, few writers observe 
the fine distinction, and speakers 
generally disregard it. Do we not 
say, “Put your best foot forward” 
even though a person has but two 
feet? When two boxers meet, no 
one thinks of saying, “May the 
better man win.” The mother who 
counsels her child (two persons 
only) invariably says, “Mother 
knows best.” 

Note also the use of the super 
lative “best” in the comparison of 
two ideas: 

. Second thoughts are best.—Dry- 
en. 

Good to forgive; best to forget! 
—Browning. 

He sings to the wide world, and 

She to her nest; 

In the nice ear of nature which 
song is the best?—Lowell. 

Her mother seemed the youngest 
of the two.—Thackeray.

ATION’S largest mass housing project financed by private capital 
is Parkchester, 12,272-family development in the Bronx, New 
York City. It is an example of the kind of private projects 
planned in St. Louis’ long-range housing program. 
More immediate need for city is emergency housing to offset cur- 
rent critical shortage. Home construction has been practically at 
standstill during war, population has greatly increased, veterans 
are returning and an estimated 50,000 dwelling units are now needed. 
Various relief measures are being considered by city and civic groups. 
Parkchester was built and is operated by oe Life In- 
surance Company, for families of moderate income. It comprises 58 
buildings. Rentals range from $32 to $71 a month. Project is strictly 
a profit-making enterprise. 
Several large eastern insurance companies have expressed in- 
terest in financing similar mass housing projects here, and Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann plans to confer with them next month. City plans 
to seek legislation which would permit insurance firms wholly to own 
Missouri corporations undertaking such projects. Ownership now is 
limited to 50 per cent. 
Pending in Legislature is bill to encourage privately financed 
middle-income mass housing by facilitating acquisition of sites, provid- 
ing partial tax relief for 25 years. Taxes, for first 10 years, would be on 
basis of site’s assessed valuation at time of purchase; for next 15 years 
taxes would be on 50 per cent of assessed valuation of property.
